THE SENATORS IN CONTEMPT 


MRE. ASPINALL TAKES UP THE 
CUDGEL IN THEIR DEFENSE, 








BUT IS PROMPTLY SUPPRESSED BY LIEUT. 
GOV. SHEEHAN AND HIS FOLLOWERS 
—A DEBATE IN WHICH THE GAVEL 
PLAYED A LEADING PART. 


ALBAXY, Jan. 18.—The Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee will meet to-morrow afternoon to take 
action in the cases of the Republican Senators, 
Baxton, Erwin, and O'Connor, who were 
adjudged in contempt last Thars¢ay for refus- 
ing to cast their votes on the Enumeration bill. 
Preliminary to the meeting the Democratic 
Senators and Lieut. Goy. Sheehan will hold a 
caucus in the latter’s room to determine what 
course the Judiciary Committee will pureue. 
The Lieutenant Governor, who has been in close 
communication with David B. Hill, will dictate 
to the Democratic caucus, and the Democratic 
caucus will tell the committes what it must and 


must not do. 
Three Republican Senators were absent from 


to-night’s session, Saxton, O'Connor, sand 
Hunter, The Senate Chamber was packed, de- 
spite the sleetstorm which has rendered the 
streets of Albany well-nigh unnavigable since 
early this afternoon. The populace expected, 
almost demanded, an exhibition between the 
Republican and Democratic Senators, and they 
were not disappointed. 

Senator “Joe” Aspinall of the Third Kings 
gave them the entertainment desired. He was 
not present on Thursday last, when his three 
colleagues were hurled into contempt, and to- 
night, when their names were omitted from the 
call of the roll, Senator Aspinall took the bit 


between his teeth. He offered a resolution 
which discharged the Judiciary Committee 
from further consideration of their oases and 
purged them of contempt. 

Hurdly had the last word been read ere Sensa- 
tor Cantor, whose desk is immediately behind 
Aspinall’s, moved to lay the resolution on the 
table. Aspinall had not taken his seat, in the 
expectation that he would be allowed to say & 
few words. He asked unanimous consent to 
make a statement. Cantor and Roesch ob- 
jected. The Chair put Cantor’s motion. The 
Republicans demanded the yeas and nays. 
Aspinall’s name is secondon theroll. When it 
was called he asked unanimous consent to make 
a statement. Cantor snd Roesch threw an ob- 
jection across his path. Aspinall stood in his 
place, livid with rage and indignation. A com- 
placent smile played over the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor’s face. he rest of the Democrats were 
snickering with satisfaction. 

Mr. Aspinall asked the second time for unani- 
mous consent, and again was he met with an 
emphatic objection. Finally he roared: 

“Is this the Senate of the State of New- 
York?” 

The Democrats snickered some more, and the 
Lieutenant Governor’s gavel resounded with a 
thump. 

“Tbe Chair requests the gentleman from the 
Third to vote in order,” said the President. 

The doughty fighter from Kings again asked 
for unanimous consent, and again he was 
crushed. “ How does Senator Aspinall votet” 
asked the President. 

“The absentees have not been called for,” re- 
plied Aspinall doggedly. 

“There are no provisions in the rules for oall- 
ing the list of absentees,” returned the Presi- 
dent. “The rules simply provide that every 
Senator shall vote.” 

“I would like the President of this body,” 
persisted Aspinall, “to refer me to those rules 
in the Blue Book.”’ 

“Rule 14,” returned the President. 

“Yes,” cried Aspinall in contemptuous tones, 
“that I understand is the rule by which the 
three Senators of this body have been stricken 
from the rolls.” 

“Is the gentleman aes by unanimous 
consent!” naively asked the sturdy represent- 
ative from Grampian Hills. 

«He is not; he is simply seeking information,” 
said the Chair. 

Aepinail had only one fighting chance left. 
He arose to a question of information. “I 
‘would like to know, Mr. President and gentle- 
men of the Senate, whether, as the Senator 
from the Third, representing a constituency of 
250,000 souls, with an assessed taxable real and 
personal  <*y¥ of over $200,000,000, I have 
aright to sit in my seat? No, I will change 
that! Ihave aright to sit; but whether or not 
I have a right on the floor of the Benate to 
represent my constituency. I was certainly 
elected for some object, to perform some duty.” 

*“ He will represent his constituents by voting 
on this motion,” interjected Cantor. 

“Are you the President of this body?” de- 
manded Aspinall. “I don’t ask Senator Can- 
tor for information. I reiterate—” 

The President's gavel here took a hand in the 
controversy? “ The gentleman has ‘had all the 
latitude he is entitled to,” said the Chair, punctu- 
ating his remarks with several vigorous 
thumps. 

*“*T don’t wish to be discourteous to the Chair,” 
observed Aspinall, and the gavel finished the 
sentence for him. 

“The Chair now insists,” said the President, 
“that the Senator from the Third shall vote, or 
shall refuse to vote. How does the Senator 
vote?” 

“I have asked the President for—” but the 
= gavel banged the sentence out of 

oint. 

‘Tl insist that the Senator shall vote,” with 
gavel accompaniment. 

**I have risen toa pointof privilege,” oried 
Aspinall, but the gavel took all his privileges 
away from him. Thus the storm went on for 
ten or fifteen minutes longer, with Aspinall’s 
voice on oné side and the President’s gavel on 
the other, in the course of which the word 
“insult” was heard now and then, resulting in 
Aspinall finally refusing to vote on Cantor's 
motion, which, however, was carried, and the 
cloude rolled by. 

The Democrats now propose to make the best 
of a bad bargain. They were made to realize 
to-night that the Republicans would not take 
the back track, and rather than  pro- 
ceed to extremes or take the advice 
of the representative from the Grampian Hills 
and confine the Senators in the county jail, the 
Judiciary Committee will be instructed to bring 
in a resolution of censure. With the seventeen 
votes in their control the Democrats will have 
no trouble in passing it, nor will any rules be 
adopted until this condemnatory resolution is 
disposed of. 


THE SUSPICIOUS ENUMERATION BILL, 
Disinterested persons will place the respon- 
sibility for Thursday’s disgraceful episode, 
not upon the Republicans, who have suffered 
from it, but on the Democrats, who could 
have avoided it. To reduce the Senate to 


the level of a packed ward primary, where the 
programme has been carefully arranged in ad- 
vance and forced through without the slightest 
semblance to order or regularity and without 
rulés, nay be pleasing to a presiding officer’s 
vanity, butitis:dangerous to a party. With 
regular rules the Enumeration bill would not 
have received the treatment it did.

THE DEAD DUKE’S FUNERAL. 
—_—wo—_--— . 
A PROCESSION IN LONDON GIVEN UP 
FOR FEAR OF INFLUENZA, 


Lonpox, Jan. 18.—The body of the Duke is 
still in the parish church at Sandringham, and 
will remain there until it is removed to Kings 
Lynn for conveyance to London and thence to 
Windsor Castle. 

All the tenants on the Prince of Wales'sestate 
at Sandringham and all the people residing in 
the village are allowed to enter the church and 
view the coffin, which rests upon a bier draped 
with a heavy pall and is surrounded with floral 
wreaths. 

The proposed public and semi-military pro-— 
cession through London to escort the body of 
the Duke of Olartence and Avandale from the 
Great Eastern to the Southwestern Railway 
station has been abandoned. The authorities 
feared that the exposure of the troops would 
result in a general attack of influenza. 

The Prince of Wales, with the results of ex- 
posure during the present inclement weather 
before him, as evidenced by the death of his 
son, is showing the greatest solicitude that the 
members of the Court should not be exposed to 
the unnecesSary risk which a procession 
through London would entail. The Duke of Cam- 
bridge was upon the point of leaving Cannes 
to return to London to attend the funeral of 
the Duke of Clarence, when he received a tele- 
gram from the Prince of Wales requesting him 
not to leave, as the Prince did not wish him to 
run the risk that would be entailed by the 
change of climate. It is deemed that the health 
of Prince George of Wales is not sufficiently ro- 
bust to allowof his exposing himself in any 
way, and the Prince of Wales has decided that 
he will not be allowed to attend his brother's 
funeral. 

A dispatch from Johannesburg, in the Trans- 
vaal, states that great excitement has been 
caused there by the action of the editor of an 
English paper published in that piace. In an 
article on the death of the Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale, the editor took occasion to make an 
attack upon the character of the Duke. The 
article called forth many unfavorable comments 
both from Englishmen and Boers. 

The editor attended the theatre at Johannes- 
burg the night following the publication of the 
offensive article. When his presence became 
known he was hooted at and the audience 
sought to mob him, but he made his escape from 
the theatre through a back door. The audience 
then resolved themselyes into a mass meeting, 
at which it was decided that, unless the editor 
was removed from his post, he would be forcibly 
ejected from the country. After these proceed- 
ings a crowd went to the office of the newspaper 
and stoned the building, smashing all the win- 
dows init. The whereabouts of the editor are 
unknown. 

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—Prince Bismarck, to-day, in 
the course of a conversation, said: ‘The death 
of the Duke of Clarence is a great loss to Eng- 
land and a dreadful blow to his parents and 
flancée. I always liked him. He was frank and 
amiable, and a fine type of the English gentle- 
man.” 


A mesdting of the representatives of B&t. 
George’s, &t. David's, St. Andrew's, and Albion 
Societies, the Caledonian Club, and the Sons of 
St. George was held at the British Consulate 
yesterday. Resolutions of regret upon the 
death of the Duke of Clarence were passed and 
the British Consul General was requested to 


cable the resolutions to the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, with the request that he 
transmit them to the Prince and Princess of 
Wales and Princess Victoria of Teok. 





ENGLISH MINERS IN, DANGER. 
SAVED BY THE PRESENCE OF MIND OF 
ONE OF THEIR NUMBER. 


GLascow, Jan. 18.—In the Bailleston Mine, 
near this city, to-day a paraffine lamp exploded 
and set fire to the mine. One hundred miners 
were at work at the time, and for six hours 
they were practically entombed. 

As soon as the fire gained dangerous headway 
one of the miners ran to a safety door provided 
for just such an emergency and, despite the 
flames roaring about him, closed it, thus 
preventing the further progress of the fire in 
that direction. 

After six hours of wprk by the men outside 
the mine it was possible to enter the mine. 
Then it was found that the safety appliance had 
answered well the purpose for which it was in- 
tended, and the miners were rescued. Only one 
of them had been seriously hurt.

A BRIG DRIVEN AGAINST THE STRANDED

LONDON, Jan. 18.—The British brig Welling- 
ton during the gale yesterday sought refuge in 
the Tyne. As she was passing in she was lifted 
up by a heavy sea and tossed broadside on 
against the stern of the British steamer Hunte- 
man, whichis stranded near the South Plier at 
Shields. 

The Wellington struck the wrecked steamer 
with such violence that her whole side was 
crushed in and she filled andsank. Two of the 
brig’s crew went Gown with the vessel. The 
other six men aboard of her were picked up by 
boats from other vessels.

THE CLEVELAND-PATTISON FORCES 


CARRY THE PRIMARIES. 


IT WAS A HARD FIGAT, AFTER LONG 
PREPARATION, AND THE FRIENDS 
OF TARIFF REFORM WERE THE VIC- 
TORS—SILLY TALK OF CONTESTS. 

‘PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—A sweeping victory 


‘was won by the Cleveland and Pattison forces 


at the Democratic primaries here to-night. The 
contest was particularly important by reason of 
the fact that upon the result depended the elec- 
tion of the delegates to the Demooratic National 
Convention from this city, and the control of 
the State Convention, which will elect the eight 
delegates at large. Philadelphia sends eighty- 
five delegates to the State Convention under the 
new apportionment, and thus will have the bal- 
ance of power in that body. 

The fight at to-night’s primaries was the most 
bitter and exciting waged here for years. The 
Cleveland-Pattison forces, under the leadership 


‘of Secretary of State Harrity, captured a ma- 


jurity of the State delegates in every one of the 
five Congressional Districts, and, as these 
delegates name the National delegates, the Hill 
men are accordingly “ not in it.” 

The Harrity lieutenants have control of the 
city organization and are complete masters of 
the situation. They elected eighty of the eighty- 
five delegates to the State Convention. The 
ereat surprise of the night was the defeat 
of Congressman MoAleer in his own district, 


the old Randall stronghold. The straightout 
Democrats in this district formed an organiza- 
tion to drive from control the MoAleer hench- 
men, who since Randail’s death have made the 
power of the party machinery in these river 
wards a matter of barter and sale in close- 
ly-contested elections. MoAleer sold out to 
the Republican managers when the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment outside this district elected Pat- 
tison for the second time, as he did time and 
again, both before and since the last gubernato- 
rial election. He is working hand and glove with 
the “ Squire’ McMaullens, the ‘* Al’’ Crawfords, 
the George McGowan’s. and the other Quay 
Democrats. His latest move has been to come 
out in a bull-dozing interview, backing up Brice 
in his ruling to arbitrarily seat Kerr in the 
National Committee, and denying the State 
Committe’s right to fill the Scott vacancy. 
MoAleer is in bad odor with the Democracy of 
the State, and knows that none of his clique 
would have any standing before the State Com- 
mittee. 

Both sides spent weeks in preparation for to- 
nighv’s battle. RobertS. Patterson, R. J. Cor- 
coran, and ex-Chairman Johnson wereamong the 
winners in the First District. A~desperate en- 
counter between the McGowan and tae Haggin 
factions in the Second Ward, which is also 
included in thie district, was won by the Haggin- 
ites. The victory was complete, and was spe- 
clally significant because McGowan, who is in 
the McAleer combine, came outin a public dec- 
laration against Cleveland a few days ago. 

The Harrity men, with ex-Sheriff Krumbhaar, 
Assistant United States Attorney Read, and 
Commissioner Sensenderfer as leaders, had a 
walk-over in the Second Congressional District. 
McAleer fought hard to retain control in his 
own bailiwick. He carried the Eleventh 
and part of the. Twelfth Ward, and the 
Sixteenth, but lost the Third, Fifth, Sixth, and 
Seventeenth entirely, and bas a contest in his 
own ward—the Fourth. Secretary Harrity lives 
in the Fourth District, which he always has 
had solid, with the exception of one legislative 
district—the Twenty-fourth—in West Philadel- 
phia. This he carried to-night by a small ma- 
jority, after a territic battle. 

His friends defeated ex-Secretary of State 
Stenger in his own ward, the Twenty-seventh, 
by a vote of two to one. The Fifth Congres- 
sional District, which includes the manufactur- 
ing districts of Kensington, where there is a 
strong tariff-reform sentiment among the mill 
employes of the Democratic faith, is over- 
whelmingly for Cleveland. 

Every ward was carried by the Cleveland- 
Pattison forces. ned at their defeat, but 
desperate in their methods, as usual, some of 
the McAleer men got together to-night under 
the leadership of the Congressman himself ana 
resolved to trump upa lot of paper contests 
against the Cleveland-Pattison delegates. 
The new rules of the party, spevial- 
ly devised to meet tactics of this 
character, will give them no standing in the 
State Convention unless they can prove by 
sworn evidence before a contest committee a 
just claim to recognition. The Cleveland dele- 
gates fairly elected will be approved by the local 
organization and their names will go on the rolls 
of the State Convention. Senator P. Gray Meed 
of Centre County was in town to-day and in 
vigorous terms denounced Chairman Brice’s 
ruling that there is no vacancy in the 
National Committee to be filled from 
this Sate. The editor of the Bellefont 
Democrat, who has been Secretary of 
the State Committee for years, declares that the 
&tate Committee will elect a successor to the 
late William L. Scott, and that Brice’s declara- 
tion will simply stiffen up the baekbone of the 
State Committeemen. 


A LEGISLATIVE FICTION. 


NO PROSPECT OF A QUORUM IN HART- 
FORD TO-MORROW. 


New-HAavVEN, Jan. 18.—The announcement 
that there will not be a quorum of the House of 
Representatives present in Hartford at the 
session on Wednesday of this week is not based 
simply on the expectation that the members 
will consult their individual convenience in re- 
maining away. It is part of the Republican 


tactics. 

A circular has been sent to cach Republican 
Representative informing him that he need not 
go to Hartford again until notified to attend by 
Austin F. Brainard. Mr. Brainard is Secretary 
of the Republican State Committee, and also 
executive secretary to Goy. Bulkeley. 
In which capacity he is now acting 
is not stated, but Chairman Benton 
of the State Committee says that he knows 
nothing about such aciroular. He is quite con- 
tident, however, tbat there will not be a quorum 
of Republican Representatives in Hartford 
until they can be assured that there is some 
business for them to do. “I would not ask 
them to return under other circumstances,” 
said Mr. Benton. 

In the absence of a sreres Speaker Paige 
under one of the new Républican rules ado 
to fit emergencies, oan adjourn the House from 
week to week. The expected result in a few 
weeks is that the House sessions will be 
conducted entirely by Speaker Paige and 
Clerk Eddy, the one to pronounce an ad- 
ournment, and the other to record the fact. 

he Republican plan is to preserve the fiction 
of a Legislative session, in order to prevent, if: 
possible, the Democrats from asking the courts 
to make & declaration of election, the Supreme 
Court having stated that the courts could only 
act when the Legislature could not. But one 
of the counsel for the Demoocratic contestants 
doubts if the plan will be successful. The fact 
that the General Assembly is not in Hartford 
ought to be, he thinks, sufficient evidenve for the 
court. 

Meantime, the expense to the State of the leg- 
islative mileage tickets, on which the members 
ride whether or not they are on legislative busi- 
ness, piles up at the rate of over $4,000 a month. 
The tickets are good until adjournment sine die.

DELEGATIONS FROM WESTERN CITIES ATe

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—All the Demooratic: 
convention-town boomers, with the exception of 
those from New-York, San Franciseo, Detroit, 
and Cincinnati, are in the olty, and their head- 
quarters present scenes of the greatest 
activity. Late this afternoon the Mil- 
waukee delegation, headed by Gov. Peck 
and a number of distinguished Wisconsin Demo- 
crats, arrived and went to the Arlington. A 
parade had been planned, but the rain pre- 
vented it, much to the joy of the men from St.

Crit- 
tenden, ex-Gov. Campbell, and Editor Jones of 
the St. Louis Republic also were among the 
number. 8t. Louis has joined hands with 
Kansas City and will work for its se 
lection as the place of the conven- 
tion. John Sullivan of Kansas City, Chair- 
man of the National Convention Committee, was 
with the delegation as general hustler. The 
Kansas City people made their headquarters at 
the Arlington. St, Paul and Minneapolis, which 
appear to be playing a double hand, ores 
headquarters at the same hotel. San Francisco’s 
representatives are expected to reach the city 
to-morrow. 

To-night the corridors of the Arlington were 
almost impassable because of the crowds of 
eager workers in behalf of the Western cities. 
The delegation from Indianapolis came in while 
the excitement was running high, and went 
into caucus in # parlor on the secoud 
floor. Ex-Congressman Lamb is the leader 
of the Hoosier crowd. He professed to be full 
of hope that the convention would go to the 
home of the President. The chief argument of 
the Indianapolis men is that Mr. Harrison is 
sure to. be renominated, and it would therefore 
be advisable for the Democrats, from a purely 
political standpoint, to take the convention to 
the Republican storm-center. 

Indianapolis is not a very large city, and its 
hotels are not especially noted for their size or 
number. The boomers say, in reply to this 
charge, that the people of Indianapolis will be 
only too glad w throw open their homes to 
the delegates and all who attend the convention, 
and that in consequence the quality of entertain- 
ment will be far more satisfactory than it would 
beif the visitors had to “ rustle’ for them- 
selves. By those who have attended Na- 
tional Conventions in cities where big 
ante-convention stories were told, this of course 
will be taken with many grains of salt. The 
Indianapolis men decided at their caucus to 
work their hardest to get the convention. They 
count on the votes of many Southern members 
of the National Committee. 

At 8 o’clock the Kansas City delegation held a 
meeting. Previously hundreds of big buttons, 
bearing the insignia of the convention com- 
mittee, had been distributed. Senators Cock- 
relland Vest were present when the meeting 
was called to order and they made speeches ad- 
vocating the claims of Kansas City. Gov. 
Francis also spoke. The meeting was very en- 
thusiastic. Plans were laid for an active cam- 
paign, which began as soon as the adjournment 
was announced. 

The boomers of this delegation have, of 
course, facts and figures showing the great ad- 
vantages of the “Gate City of the Southwest.” 
They claim that there are over a bundred avail- 
able hotelsin the city, over seventy of which 
are desirable from the standpoint of actual 
comfort. 

The 8t. Paul men had a stormy session this 
morning, which was due to an interview with 
State Committeeman Doran of Minnesota which 
appeared in the Washington Post. In this Mr. 
Doran was made to criticise Senator Hill 
for his desire to have the convention 
held in the place he should name. 
The St. Paul men are desirous of avviding 
any appearance of favoring or opposing an 
candidate for the Presidency, anid they too 
Doran to task for his utterances. The meeting 
ended in the decision to keep mum and work 
hard for 8t. Paul. : 

There is plenty of talk concerning the politics 
in the situation, but opinions are so widely di- 
vergent that it is almost impossible at 
this time to get a correct iden of the 
drift of sentiment. The Milwaukee men 
are talking Cleveland strongly, and the im- 
pression seems to be gaining ground that 
the Cleveland Democrats are in favor of taking 
the convention to Milwaukee. To-night there 
is a story afloat that Hill prefers Cincinnati, 
and will throw his influence to the representa- 
tives of that city. 

There are only about a dozen members of the 
National Commitfee in fown, and they are say- 
ing nothing concerning their choice. The 
Western men are feeling better since read- 
ing that Tammany is not in earnest 
in its demand that the convention 
zo to New-York. To-morrow, when the 
Tammany braves begin to appear the old feel- 
ing of fear will again crop out. Detroit is ex- 
pected to have its menon the ound to-mor- 
rom, and to-morrow night the contest will be 
thoroughly under way.

THE GOVERNMENT'S PREPARATION 
TO MEET CHILE’S NEXT MOVE. 


AN ENTIRE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN AL- 
READY SKETCHED OUT—WHAT THE 
WAR DEPARTMENT HAS DONE — 
WATCHING THE CHILEAN SHIPS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—If Secretary Tracy 
sees hope of a peaceful settlement of the Chilean 
trouble, he has not relaxed in any way the 
Preparations he has been making. An entire 
plan of campaign has been mapped, so 
far as is possible to do «0 in 
advance of a possible settlement. The pub*ica- 
tion of any of the details would be manifestly 
improper, as it would furnish valuable aid to 
the Chileans, and would enable them to map 
out a line of defense. 

It may be said, however, that'those who have 
hoped for a “short, sharp, and decisive” cam- 
Paign, and peace in a few weeks, will in all 
probability be disappointed. No unnecessary 
time will be lost, but the extreme distance at 
whioh operations must- be carried on will, in 
itself, be a serious obstacle, The plan 
of the department contemplates an attack 
in force when the proper time comes, and 
that cannot be made until.the ships have been 
concentrated. As they are now widely separated, 
some at San Francisco, some at San Diego, some 
at Montevideo, some in the West Indies, and 
still others at New-York and Norfolk, much time 
will necessarily elapse before they can all be 
gathered in the neighborhood of Valparaiso. 

Another reason for delaying the decisive at- 
tack as long as possible is the lack of armored 
ships and the desire to get the Monterey ready 
as early as possible. If there is a collision in 
Chile, much will be expected from her, as 
she is superior to the Miantonomoh, not 
only in battery power, but in speed 
as well. Then there is the matter of supplying 
the fieet with coal and al} kinds of provisions. 


For this work a large number of merchant 
steamers must be chartered, and time*will be 
as for this. 

he destination of the Chilean fleet, which 
Commander Evans reported to be under sealed 
orders to sail from Mag pom on Wednesday, is 
still a mystery at the Navy Department. It is 
possible that the intention may be to threaten 
san Francisco, but this is not thought very 
probable. It is much  . likely tbat 
the vessels will yo south to the Straits 
of Magellan. If they should -go up to 
Francisco, however, they would 
find that port much better protected than it is 
gonerally supposed to be. The army has not 
been idle, and in addition to the guns in the 
forts, the channels are well pianted with torpe 
does and submarine mines. 


The War Department has thus far confined ita’ 


war preparations to pushing forward the works 
of defense at San Francisco. There will be no 
immediate work for the army in the field and 
no steps have yet been taken to prepare tor 
a@ military compaign. The work of 
army in the war will be principally to 
oceupy and hold the points captured by the 
navy. Troops will not be required for this serv- 
ice until some time after the naval operations 
have commenced, and it has not been necessary, 
therefore, to do more than prepare in a general 
— the plans for equipping and mobilizing the 
‘orce. 

It is estimated that at least 35,000 men will 
be needed, and possibly as many as 50,000. 
There has been some talk of sending 100,- 
000 -men, but officials of "the War and 
Navy Departments; who have been in 
consultation on the subject, do not think 
more than 50,000, at the most, will be required. 
As niost of the fighting must necessarily be done 
by the navy, there is uo necessity for taking so 
large an army as would be necessary if there 
was to be more fighting on shore. 

Secretary Tracy this afternoon sent a cable 
message to Commander Evans of the Yorktown 
at Valparaiso, instructing him to take the Bal- 
maceda refugees now under his protection 
to Callao and latid them. there, but to 
use his discretion a8 to the time of his 
departure. The Secretary said this afternoon 
that no orders have been sent to the Boston, at 
Callao, contemplating any change in her station. 
The departure of the Yorktown from Valparaiso 
would leave the United States without a single 
naval vessel in Chilean waters. The Yorktown 
could hardly make the trip from Valparaiso to 
to Callao and return iu less than a week’s 
time. The distance between the two ports is 
about 1,500 miles. As Capt. Evans is vested 
with full discretion in the matter, it is not re- 
garded as atall likely that he will leave Val- 
paraiso immediately. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Jan. 18.—The Cali this 
morning states that the cruiser Baltimore, now 
at Mare Island Navy Yard, has received orders 


to leave on Wednesday for the south. She will 
go directly to Acapulco or Callao, without a stop. 


PROVIDENCE, Jan.'18.—Lieut. Hodgkinson of 
the Bristol Naval Réserve has offered the serv- 
ices of his command to Secretary Tracy in the 
event of war with Chile. 

NEwponrt, R. L, Jan. 18.—The United States

A JUDICIAL QUIETUS. 


—__——_—_——_ 
CHIEF JUSTICE PAXSON’S DECISION IN 
THE POWEL CONTENTION. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—The Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania to-day 
placed a judicial quietus upon the proceed- 
ings instituted against the Master's report 
in the Robert Hare Powel estate. “ Writ 
denied, ‘per ouriam.” That was the brief 
official announcement in the handwriting of 
the Chief Justice upon the papers filed by Law- 
yer J. W. M. Newlin in the application to com- 
pel Judge Gordon to grant a public rehearing 
in the proceedings instituted in the celebrated 
Powel estate contention. 

Chief Justice Paxson said: “In the matter of 
the application filed by Mr. Newlin against the 
Hon. James Gay Gordon to compel him to give 


a public hearing upon the charges filed against 
the report by J. W. M. Newlin in the estate of 
the —  paees Hare Powel, said application is 
denied.’ 

Judge Gordon’s opinion in the proceedings 
instituted by Lawyer Newlin, in which corrup- 
tion and bribery are charged against Master 
Worrell, simply dismissed the exceptions 
against the latter. 

The decision was brief, but emphatic, and 
entirely vindicated the action of the Master. 
The charges in the lattercase comprised bribery 
and corruption in the settlement of an estate 
involving $4,500,000. 





THE OCHEROKEE DELEGATES TALK, 

St. Louts, Jan. 18.—E. C. Boudinot and T. M. 
Buffington, delegates of the Cherokee Nation, 
left here this morning on their way to Washing- 


‘ton, to look after Jegislative measures affecting 


the interests of the people. Mr. Boudinot be- 
fore his departure said that the principal work 
they will have to perform will be to urge the 
ratification by Congress of the agreement for 
the sale of the Cherokee Strip. 

The treaty provides for the removal of all in- 
truders from the reservation, and that the Gov- 
ernment will go into a general accounting with 
reference to financial transactions dating back 
as far as 1817, whereby the Nation will receive 
between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 for lands 
which have been unla y appropriated and 
never paid for.

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IMPLICATES JUDGE BOTKIN. 
‘ — 
MRS. WOOD SAYS HE WAS RESPONSIBLE 
FOR HER HUSBAND’s MURDER. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 18.—A fhost remarkable 
letter has been given the press by Mrs. 8. N. 
Wood, the wife of the man murdered in Stevens 
County, and which murder has been made the 
excuse for troubles that now overcast South- 
western Kansas. Mrs. Wood presented this let- 
ter to the. newspaper before she sent it to tho 
Governor, but they refused to publishit. This 
letter reads: 


Gov. U. L. Humphrey: 

I was surprised to read an assertion purporting to 
come from you, that Wood's followers had no reason 
for making the statement that Eotkin was respon- 
sible for the murder of Mr. Wood by Brennan. I 
wish to say to you that I have ample proof 
of the fact that Botkin was one of 
the chief instigators* of the murder of 
my husband, and is as responsible as Brennan. I 
know the names of the men who conspired 
to kill him, and I know more about their 


secret oonsultations for the perfection of their: 


lans than have told. All this can 

® produced in evidence when the men can go 
into court and tell what they know without fear of 
assassination, instead of ae now, telling it insecret 
and enjoiniug seorecy. : 

I am not planning or expecting to kill Botkin. If 
he and all his fellow-murderers were killed it could 
not restore my husband, whose presence and tender 
care made all the joy and comfort of life for me. 
Botkin has my permission to live out all the years of 
self-condemnation and fear which nature can give 
him. Respectfuliy, Mra. S. N. WOOD. 

Evidently the purpose of the People’s Party 
is to open the campaign at this time, as W. F. 
Rightmire, Secretary of the National Alli- 
ance, to-day declares that he has the evi- 
dence in full He refers to a treaty 
made between Judge Botkin and Sam Wood, 
and then gives to the public alleged threata 
made by Botkin in a hotel. He asserts that 
Judge Botkin said: “If I can ever get Sam 


Wood to Hugo he will never get out alive, as all 
arrangements are made to kill him there.” 

It seems, according to Rightmire, that Botkin 
is a traveling arsenal, for his room in Ulysses, 
when court was sitting, was filled with Win- 
chestersa and revolvers, all fer the use of one 
man, and he explained their presence by say- 
ing: “Sam Wood has got to die before 
he leaves this town.”’ That same night an at- 
tempt was made to enter Wood’s room, but he 
had barricaded his door, s0 Wood did not die 
thatday. Four men, among whom was Bren- 
nan, the slayer of Wood, were thought to be 
seen yetreating after their unsuccessful attempt. 
After describing Wood’s murder at Hugoton, 
Rightmire says: 

Botkin and his friends went over to Arkalon 
where they wound up the day witb a drunken 
debauch, and while in that condition 
Dunn, the man recently killed, said: “There 
are two or three right here in this town 
who have got to go next,” meaning Van Voor- 
hees and Beauchamp. He then goes on to im- 
plicate Humphrey in this nefarious business, 
asserting that he had a knowledge of the crime 
before its committal. 

Rightmyie further declares that he is an at- 
torney, and thathe has in his possession evi- 
dence to convict Botkin of complicity in the 
murder of Wood. 

To all this Botkin, who is now ip this city, re- 
plies: ‘‘Ifhe believes I had any knowledge of 
that murder let him have me arrested, and I 
will consent to a change of venue to any court 
in the State he may name apd aid him in bring- 
ing out all the facts. The guilty ones should be 
punished.” ° 

A suit of criminal libel will probably be com- 
menced against Rightmire, when he will have 
opportunity of proving what he has said. 





THE STATE WINS. 


——_—_—_——_—-. 
JUDGE NEWMAN’S HOLDINGS IN AN 
IMPORTANT WISCONSIN SUIT. 


MADISON, Wis., Jan. 18.—Judge Newman holds 
that the State is entitled to judgment against 
ex-State Treasurers Harshaw and MoFetridge 
for the interest received by them on public 
money deposited in banks, together with inter- 
est on that interest at the rate of 7 per cent. 
per annum since they went out of office. Judge 
Newman holds that the money belongs to the 
State, and that the increment thereto, from 
whatever source received, goes with it. The 
case, he contends, is one in which the Treasur- 
ers would not be liable if by any act of God or 
the public enemy, or other olroumstances be- 
yond the control of the Treasurer, the money 
was lost. The money received into the Treas- 
ury must be paid out again. 

Certificates of deposit are not money, but are 
simply evidences of debt. The money should 
be kept in the vaults of the Treasury, and no- 
where else, and while it is 60 kept the Treasurer 
is not responsible for its safe keeping, beyond 
ordinary diligence. He is bailee or trustee of 
the fund, and when he assumes unlawful rights 
and puts the money into a bank, the State does 
not lose its title thereto, but whatever interest 
acorues to the principal belongs to the State 
and not to hin, who, as the agent of the State, 
although using its property in an unlawful 
manner, deposits it. 

The Attorney General says that he and his 
associates have been sustained in every point, 
that this decision is sweepingly in their favor, 
and hence that E. O. McFetridge will be re- 
quired to turn over $180,000 and Henry B. 
Harshaw $125,000. These lawyers, however, 
seem to think that the case cannot come fora 
hearing before the Supreme Court until the Ag- 
gust term, although the other attorneys will 
push it before that tribunal at as early an op- 
portunity as possible. The bill of exceptions 
will be prepared as soon as possible, and it is 
probable thatif the State is not anxious to delay 
matters at this point the case can be reached in 
the January term of the court, though argu- 
ment may not be reached before May.

FAILURES AT MONTREAL,

TWO FIRMS ASSIGN AND OTHERS ARE 
ON THE RAGGED EDGE. 


MONTREAL, Jan. 18.—The recent failure of the 
tanning firm of George A. Mooney & Co. has 
produced an effect in the leather and hide trade 
that is disastrous. ‘Three firms are now in diffi- 
culties through the failure and others 
are expected to be heard from. Early 
yesterday a demand of assignment was 
made by the Bank of Toronto on John Price, 
dealer in hides, and about 5 o’clock last evening 
Price handed in his abandonment. Inconversa- 
tion with THE TIMES’s correspondent, Price 
said that by Mooney’s failure he had lost 
$10,000. Mr. Price said his liabilities were 
about $15,000, but the nominal assets would 
cover this. 

The firms of J. E. M. Whitney & Co. and Thi- 
bault & Brown are also in difficulties over the 
failure of Mooney & Co. Both held meetings of 
creditors to-day, but arrangements will have to 
be made to-morrow. 

Outside of the troubles in the leather trade 
the tirm of Hood, Munn & Co., importers of 
china, glass, and earthenware, have assigned.

The New Year’s ball given last evening by the 
108 representative gentlemen of New-York’s 
ultra-fashionable element in the ballroom of the 
Madison Square Garden to the “ general so- 
olety,” or the first ‘‘one thousand,” was the 
most magnificent social event that has taken 
place in thisjcity for many seasons. 

In a great city like this the natural tendenoy 
of soolety is toseparate itself into sets, The 
dividing lines become so plainly drawn that 
they are seldom overstepped, and it requires 
such a gathering as that of last evening to break 
up the clannish feeling. For that purpose the 
New Year’s ball was organized. 

While designed to signalize the opening of the 
social activity of the new year, the ball marked 
the climax of the brilliant bull season, the last 
Patriarchs’ ball and the last of the series of the 
Monday evening dances being the only remain- 
ing set functions of great magnitude before the 
opening of the Lenten season. 

This New Year’s bali was Mr. Ward MoAl- 
lister’s most ambitious effort,’ and, as he 
declares, the culminating one of his life, 
The season had hardly opened when several of 
the leading patriarchs and matriarchs, among 
whom were Mr. and Mrs. William Astor, Mr. 
and Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, Mr. and Mra 
Joseph H. Choate, Mr. and Mrs. Edward Cooper,. 
Mr. Lispenard Steward, and'Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Pierpont Morgan, proposed to Mr. McAllister 
that this year be marked by a New Year's ball 
which would overshadow in magnificence 
everything of a similar nature that had taken 
place here in years. Profiting by his experiences 
with the great ball at Delmounico’s in 1888, and 
with the last New Year’s ball in the Metropol- 
itan Opera House on Jan. 2, 1890, Mr. McAl- 
lister was able to arrange with more precision 
than in the past the framework of the enter- 
tainment, and then add many features en- 
entirely novel. 

The ball was a far more notable affair than its 
predecessor two years ago, both in magnitude 
and in the completeness of the arrangements 
and decorations. In 1890 a large number of the 
guests were confined to their homes with the 
grip, and the attendance did not exceed 500. 
Two poorly constructed and decorated music 
stanas were erected upon the stage at 
that ball, and took away much from the 
artistic effect of the elaborate green 
and flower decorations that completely hid the 
galleries and formed a false ceiling. Neither 
was the porte-cochére in keeping with the in- 
terlor decorations of the Metropolitan Opera 
House. It was merely a huge shed constructed 
of rough boards. Considerable fault was also 
found with the service of the dinner in 1890. 

One of the features which was introduced 
from England was the carrying on of two balls 
at the same time, one in the large ballroom 
and the second in the smaller ballroom adjoin- 
ing, with a separate orchestra in each. Another 
Teature, borrowed from Paris, was the arrange- 
ment of the tables for the banquet, not on the 
long continuous plan, but for small parties of 
from six to eight persons. Asa result, at each 
table was a little clique presided over by one of 
the 108 hosts. Theinnovation was conducive 
to so Much more sociability than is common ata 
ball attended by over a thousand persons, that 
the traditional long tables promise soon to be 
come things of the past. 

The invitations to the ball were issued early 
in December, and were of the immense square 
size used by the higher circles in England. 
Each of the 108 subscribers was privileged ta 
send out ten invitations. 

No trouble was anticipated, and none was 
caused by the serving of winesafter 1 o’clock. 
The precedent of the New Year’s ball of 18490 
held good. At that time the Corporation 
Counsel was consulted, and his deotsion 
was that as no tickets were sold, and 
there was no “furnishing of wines and 
liquors to the guests by the hosts,’’ the 
ball was not a matter that fell within: the lines 
of the Excise Department. Consequently, 
none of the scenes which have marred the com- 
pleteness of former occasions of the kind in the 
Madison Square Garden, of uniformed police- 
men intruding upon the success of the ban- 
quet by enforcing the excise laws, was enacted. 

The police and detective arrangements were 
perfect. A squad of sixteen officers were as- 
signed to special duty at the hall, and three 
detectives were sent up from the Central Office 
to keep watchful eyes over ‘the ladies’ and gen- 
tlemen’s cloak rooms andthe dining room. The 
policemen, among other orders, received instruc- 
tions tobe on the lookout for cranks, sneak 
thieves, and pickpockets. 

Ateach of the tive openings in the canvas, 
hung on the pillars’ of the Madison Avenue 
front, completely inclosing the porch, stood a 
man in drab livery ready to open the carriage 
door and assist the occupants out. The names 
of the guests as they arrived were announced 
by liveried servitors within the door of the 
main entrance, and then recorded. Other serv- 
antsin livery showed the guests the dressing 
rooms, and then guided them up the marble 
Staircase opening from the Twenty-sixth Street 
entrance hall, thus avoiding all confusion. At 
every turnin the hails and in every doorway 
were more servants in drab livery to direct the 
dancers from one saloon to the other. 

The carriages on arriving formed down 
Twenty-sixth Street to Fifth Avenue. Private 
turnouts were given positions along Madison 
Avenue, opposite the Garden, extending north 
and forming back along Madison Square Park. 
When the ball was atits height a line of private 
carriages extended from the southeast corner of 
Madison Square Park, north along the west side 
of Madison Avenue, as far up as Thirty-third 
Street. Hacks and hired rigs formed in front of 
the University Club, both on Madison Avenue 
aud Twenty-sixth Street. Ten messenger boys 
were in waiting to go in search of carriage num- 
bers. 

The main entrance was on Twenty-sixth 
Street. The arcade overhanging the pavement 
was carefully inclosed, so that the merry- 
makers had only to step from their carriages 
and they were secure from the prying eyes of 
the multitude without. Hundreds of persons 
were: attracted to the vicinity of the big Gar- 
den, curious to catch a momentary glimpse of 
the silvery sheen of satins and the brilliant 
xleam of dazzling jewels. 

The inciosed arcade was admirably arranged 
to ward off the draughts of cold wintry air 
which sought the white shoulders and necks of 
the guests. The influenza was given no chance 
for its deadly work last night. From one’s ‘car 
riage one stepped at once into a tropical coun- 
try of wondrous fairness. Evorything that the 
florist’s art and the decorator’s cunning could 
devise had been done to disarm Winter of ita 
terrors. 

The arcade was filled with nodding palms and 
graceful stands of exotics. The vestibule and 
staircase were decorated with palms and oy- 
p— which waved in graceful masses over- 

ead. The lights were so shaded that it seemed 
as if the sun was striving to pierce this scene 
of beauty. 

When the guests had ascended the marble 
stairway, which had been covered with red vel- 
vet carpet, they were escorted to the cloak 
rooms opening to the left of the landing. There 
the gentlemen received their cotillion tickets. 
Returning again to the outer hall and entering 
the main ballroom, they were received by the 
lady patronesses, Mrs. William Astor, Mrs. 
Bradley Martin, and Mrs. Edmund L. Baylies, 
and then passed on, mingling ‘with the gay 
throng. 

The main ballroom was the big assembly 
room, and here the scene was changed from the 
warm shade of a Southern woud to the rosy 
light and airy gracefulness of a Northern Spring 
morning. The decorations were enti of 
light pink and green, and were as dainty as a 
maiden’s dream. 

The roses were garlanded and festooned in 
the Romanesque style, combined with the best 
of modern art. Of all the peopies of the earth 
none were so artistic in the arrangement of 
floral decorations as the ancient Romans. Their 
fates and festivals were characterized by the 
most profuse and charming combinations of 
flowers and grem things. They had a style ail 
their own in their arrangement, and a4 this 
charming art they were unsurpassed. But their 
realm was invaded last night, and modern art 
triumphed. Inthe big bal m the . 
ideas Soe <= a and the ef- 
fect achieved was wsthetio an easing in 
extreme. meas 
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Beuguet of roses. 

The fronts of the balconies were hung with 
Roman garlands of pink roses caught with 
great bunches of rose-colored ribbons. The bar- 
rozmness of the boxes was relieved by groups of 

ms and tropical greens, which towered above 
he heads of the occupants. The gas fixtures 
6n the side walls ass hung with baskets of 
pink roses and hids, suspended with wide 
pink ribbons, and the électric-light fixtures 
worse entwined with delicate vines. % 

The musicians in the west balcony were én- 
tirely hidden from view behind a huge, moon- 
sha ourtain of laurels and evergreen, upon 
the front of which were thrown, with seeming 
carclessness, bupches of pink roses. Over the 
draperies in the rear of the boxes were en- 
twined masses of asparagus and Japanese 
vines. 

Throughout the great ballroom the Roman- 
esque prevailed, the scheme being to secure a 
ssnseof lightness and daintiness with the pink 
flush of the morning overall Ih executing this 
idea, Mr. A. W. Merritt of the Kiunder Com- 
pany was greatly aided by the prevailing light 
tint of the room The architecture also en- 
banced the effect. 

The full impressiveness of the decorations did 
not burst upon one at firet. It was too artistio 
to be immediately comprehended in its entirety. 
One was at once aware of being in a perfeotly- 
decorated room, but the grand tdea of the whole 
stole upon one’s senses gradually and took pos- 
session of one’s mind at last like an intoxica- 
tion. 

The staircase leading to the buffet supper 
room was almost hidden by au immense group 
of majestic palms. The ee and corners 
wore covered with twining laurels and fir 
boughs, combining perfectly with the iight blue 
ofthe wall. 

ho buflet room in the southwest corner of the 
building was decorated with more show of color 
than any other part of the building. Asin the 
main ballroom, here also the Roman idea 
prevailed. The panels in the side walls 
were each ornaménted with an immensd 

legue of vari-colored roses and orchids. 
Gear each of the large arches in the 
sides of the room was draped # mammoth 
curtain of woven laurel, fir, and pine boughs. 
These curtains of living green were drawn to 
one side and caught with big ribbons of brill- 
iantroses. ‘The general effect in this room was 
bizarre and brilliant. This idea was striven 
for and attained only in this roow. 

‘he foyeron the Madison Avenue side had 
been completely changed in appearance. It was 
used as part of the supper room, ‘he tloor had 
oagen raised tive feet, almost to the level of 
the windows opening into the big supper 
room. These windows were removed, afiord- 
ing @ magnificent view of the main 
suppec hall The floor was covered 
with @& Warm red carpet stretching back 
trom the arcadc. The north and thé east wall 
was a bank of laurel and evergreen, reminding 
the beholder of the pine-clad sides of @ north- 
erh mountain. The bases of these banks. of 
green Were relieved with large palm tréeés and 
terns. On the south side of the foyer the sup- 
uyrveom windows were arched with great 
youghs of pine and evergrocn, interspersed 
with laurel, Lhe arches had the appearance of 
the battlements of an old Rhine custie. Great 
splashes of pink roses were everywhere, and 
tity, With the dark green of the background, 
for:ned astriking and brilliant contrast. 

Phe invitations stated that the bail was to 
open at 10 o'clock, but at that hour Mr. Ward 
‘MuAllister and Mr. Lispenard Stewart, the 
select committee of the ball, were thé only per- 
s0n8 present except the servants and the mvim- 
pers o( Lauder’s Band and Carl Berger's Hun- 
xsarian Band of twenty pieces. Mr. Johuston

he was kept from attending the ball by his being 
im nourning. although he gave much effective 
help in making plans.

THE ANNUAL DINNER OF . TH. 
NEW-YORK TYPOTHETZ. 


AN ENJOYABLE OCCASION AT WHICH 


THE PHILOSOPHER WAS WITTILY 
TREATED—WHAT CARL.SCHURZ SAID 
OF HIM—PARKE GODWIN’S SPEECH. 


The annual banquet of the Typothetx of New- 
York was held at the Hotel Brunswick last 
night, the ocoasion being the one hundred and 
eighty-sixth anniversary of Ben Franklin’s 
birth. It was the most successful anniversary 
celebration ever held under the auspices of the 
Typothetz Over 175 gentlemen were present. 
There were notable guests and they made nota- 
ble speeches. The banquet hall was decorated 
gorgeously with flowers and flags. 

The head table had for a central decoration & 
superb piece representing Franklin at the case. 
It was composed of sugar and nougat, and was 
the gift of the hotel to the Typothet#. On all 
the other tables there were musical automatons, 
each set to start between the courses. 

Theodore L. De Vinne presided. With him on 
the dais were Carl Schurz, Gen. Stewart L. 
Woodford, Parke Godwin, F. Hopkinson Smith, 
John Polhemus, Edward D. Appleton, Isaac H.

President Theodore L. De Vinne called the 
guests to order shortly after 9 o’clock. He said 
that if Ben Franklin had been able to choose his 
birthday he would have had itin June and not 
in January. Ben Franklin, he said, was the 
pone saint of the Typothete, if he was a saint, 

utifhe was not he came nearer it than any- 
body else in the organization. Mr. De Vinne 
saidhe did not believe, as many historians 
said, that Ben Franklin was a- man who 
spent his whole life thinking over moral axioms 
for posterity to follow. He was rather, as his 
whole life showed, a man filled with sentiment 
and idealism; a man filled with kindness and 
a longing for good fellowship; a man abreast of 
and yet far in advance of his time; a man such 
as all men loved to meet. 

Carl Schurz was introduced and given a 
hearty cheer. His toast was “Ben Franklin.” 
He said in part: 

“In the history of this country you will 
searcely ind a man who was so typical an 
American, except, perhaps, Abraham Lincoln, 
as Ben Franklin. 6 Was a great man in many 
senses, but as @ teacher of the science of life he 
was greatest. He was essentially a self-made 
man, and you will scarcely find an example of 
a good and great man in history which is so 
useful to all who are engaged in the struggle of 
life. He was not one of those tantalizingly 

ood and great men, of whom we are forced to 

selieve that they had better raw material to 
work on than the rest of us can hope to have. 

‘We believe by the teachings of history that 
we are as good as Franklin was, in the essence. 
Imagine Gen. Washington walking into this 
room to-night. How mute we would stand in 
his awful presence. Imagine Ben Franklin 
as coming among us. How we would 
raise our glasses and welcome him. One 
may learn from Ben [Franklin how to 
grow up from a very bad boy to a 
very zood man. As a young man, Franklin 
Was capable of embezzling money and of aaso- 
ciating with very disgraceful people in shame- 
fulintimacy. At that time it looked very much 
as though Franklin was going to turn outa 
thorough scamp. 

“But Franklin saved himeelf from any such 
fate by some very plain and simple methods of 
self-control When he had become virtuous, 
his was not that forbidding virtue that looked 
with sour mien upon every human pleasure. 
His virtue was of the lovable, sympathetic kind. 
He did not believe in being miserable all 
through this life for the purpose of being happy 
in some other. 

“Franklin did not set out todo great things, 
but he did set out to do useful things, and by 
doing a great many useful things he became a 
very great man. The record of his -public 
service isa delight. He continued an honest 
politician in spite of the fact that he started as 
an Alderman. He never asked for public office, 
but he was continued init because he won pub- 
lie regard by faithful service. 

“ From Ben Franklin we can learn how to lead 
a happy life. At the close of his days he said 
that he was ready to die, but thatif he could 
live his life over again he would be very glad to 
do so. He had great sorrows, but he was 
happy bevause he had learned to curb the 
passions which had romised to ruin 
him in his outh an then had turned 
his faculties to the best account for the use of 
mankind. The one great rule of his life should 
be placed over the desk of every school child in 
this country: ‘ Human felicity is produced 
not so wugh by great pieces of good fortune, 
which are rare, but by little advantages that oo- 
our every day.’, He stripped science of its 
darkness, virtue of its terrors, and human 
happiness of its mystery.’ ” 

Parke Godwin treated the guests to a charm- 
ing talk of fifteen minutes’ duration. He told 
many interesting reminiscences of New-York’s 
early presses, and finally drifted around to the 
subject of-editors’ consciences. ‘* There is but one 
editor,” he said, “ connected with any American 
newspaper whom I know who has a whole and 
perfect conscience, and he is the editor of the 
Mail and Express. He cannot hejp having one, 
for he delivers bis prayers every morning, locks 
them up in his refrigerator, and takes them out 
every evening clean and unadulterated.” 

Frederick Taylor followed with a humorous 
speech, in which he showed what a bad finan- 
cler Ben Franklin was in his continued ad- 
vocacy of the issue of paper money on real es- 
tate security. In conclusion he said: 

“If wecan imagine acirole that would en- 
compass all human capability in the line of 
good, I dare say that we could not recall a life 
thatreached outand touched that circumfer- 
ence in as many places as Franklin’s did. Hia 
religion was todo goodto his fellow-men. I¢ 
ia dificult to find an equal benefactor to man- 
kind.”

A TENNESSEE OFFICER SHOOTS A PRIS- 
ONER WHO RESISTS ARREST. 


MuRRAY, Ky., Jan. 18.—At Paris, Tenn., this 
morning, Bob Nelson, a member of the night 
police, shot to death Doc Alexander, who lives 
several miles west of that place. Alexander, in 
company with two of his neighbor friends, came 
to Paris Sunday evening, and got on a spree. 
They tarried about the town longer than they 
intended, and did not start for home until a fow 
minutes before the shooting took place. 

As they went through the street of the town, 
en route home, they became very boisterous. 
The Marshal, to prevent any such conduct at 
that hour of the night, procured a horse and 
started in pursuit of them. Ho at once notined

Four shots took effect, producing fatal wounds, 
and he died in about three hours.

THE PRESBYTERY LISTEN TO EVIDENCE 


BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 


MORRISTOWN, N. J.; Jan. 18.—The trial of the 
Rev. Arthur C. Dill, late pastor of the Presby- 
terian Church of Sterling, N. J., accused of im- 
proper conversation and conduct, was resumed 
this morning before the New-Jersey Presbytery — 
in the chapel of the First Presbyterian Church 
behind closed doors. The Rey. H. A. Harlow is 
Presiding Moderator. It is understood that the 
prosecution has virtually concluded its case. 

The Rev. Dr. Hollingshead was examined to- 
day. While he was at Sterling last Winter visit- 
ing Dr. Dill at the residence of Miss Catharine 
Boyle, Dr. Dill said to him: ‘“‘I don’t know what 
to do with this case on my hands. I mean this 
of Aunt Catharine Boyle. The fact ia 
that she is insanely in love with 


me, and so jealous of Miss Catharine 
Cooper and others coming here, that she be- 
comés raving, upon one occasion taking things 
from Miss Cooper and ordering her away. 
Then for half a day sometimes she remains out 
onthe ground back of the barn. She makes 
charges against respectable persons, which 
show conclusively slie is not in her right mind.” 

Regarding other charges against Pastor Dill, 
the witness is said to have been favorable to the 
minister. 

It has been learned that there were two rows 
at the trial this morning. Affidavits were read 
declaring that the official stenographer had been 
selling reports of the proceedings to reporters 
of New-York papers. @ stenographer could 
not deny this, and a motion was made to dismisa 
him. After some argument it was decided te 
censure him only and give him another trial 

The other row was about Lawyer Conklin, one 
of Dill’s counsel. It was declared that he had 
also been guilty of divulging the proceedings iv 
the courtroom, and it was decided that he 
should not be admitted. Conklin says he will 
mandamus the Presbytery if he is not allowed 
to enter and protect the interests of his client.

RUMOR THAT IT HAD OFFERED TO BUY A 
PHILADELPHIA REFINERY DENIED. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—Third Street and

** The Sugar Trust,” as it is popularly known, 
had offered $10,000,000 for the big sugai 
refinery of Harrison, Frazier & Co. There was 
the usual fluctuation in sugar prices and othe:

GOULD MEANS TO. FIGHT. 
HE .WANTS.A SPECIAL , MEETING‘ 


‘OF THE*ADVISORY BOARD, | 


THE MISSOURI:PACIFIC DIRECTORS CALL * 
UPON PRESIDENT ROSWELL MILLER 
TO CONVENE A MEETING AND DI8-/ 
POSE OF THE RATR-OCUTTING CASES.\ 


A special meeting of the Directors of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad was held in the com- 
pary’s office, Western Union Building, yester- 
day for the purpose of considering Mr. Jay 
Gould’s grievance against the Western Traffic 
Association. The failure of the Advisory Board 
of that association at its recent meeting in this 
city promptly to punish the three Western roads 
accused by Mr. Gould of rate cutting has stirred 
up a strong feeling of resentment in what is 
known as *‘ the Gould crow.” 

With one or two exceptions, all the Direct 
ors of the road attended yesterday’s meeting. 
Besides President Jay Gould there were George 
J. Gould, Edwin Gould, Sidney Dillon, Russell 
Sage, Samuel Sloan, 8. H. H. Clark, John P. 
Munn, Thomas T. Eckert, John G. Moore, and 
D. D. Parmly. The action of the Advisory 
Board of the Western Traffic Association in de- 
ferring until next April the cases brought 
against the Atchison, Southern Pacific, and Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy Railroads for cut- 
ting freight rates was adversely commented 
upon. Mr. Gould's friends took the ground that, 
inasmuch as the Missouri Pacific had discharged 
Trattic Manager J. 8. Leeds when found guilty 
of rate cutting, the other roads, when caught in 
the act, should submit to similar penalties. 

By a unanimous vote the Secretar. of the 
meeting was directed to send to President Ros- 
well Miller of the Advisory Board the following 
preamble and resolution: 

Whereas, the Board of Directors of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway believe the maintenance of rates in 
territory of the Western Traffic Association to be of 
utmostimportance to all lines members thereof; 
therefore 

Resolved, That the President of the Advisory 
Board of said association be requested toconvene & 

meeting of the eaid board in this city at the earliest 
practicable date to consider and dispose of appeals 
Tor violation of the articles of the said association. 

President Miller received this communication 
at the office of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railroad, 42 Wall Street, yesterday after 
moon, and formally acknowledged it. He de- 
clined to speak of the matterfor publication, 
merely remarking that he was not prepared to 
say whether there would or would not be @ 
special meeting of the Western Traflic Associa- 
tion called. He was not quite clear in his mind 
regarding the provisions of the rules of the as- 
sociation in such acase as the requestof the 
Missouri Pacific Directors. 

Mr. Gould makes no attempt to conceal his 
determination that the Advisory Board shall 
give speedy attention to the charges of rate 
cutting against the Atchison, the Southern Pa- 
cifle, and Burlington Roads. Those charges 
were declared proved by Commissioner Walker 
and his associates, and the Missouri Pacific’s 
President does not propose to let the appeals 
drag along until the offenses are forgotten. 
Through his special Wall Street mouthpiece Mr. 
Gould said yesterday morning that the Missouri 
Pacifis people wanted harmony and peace, but 
they did not want the harmony to be too great 
ga sacrifice on their part. The general belief 
among railroad men is that if Mr. Gould fails 
to carry his point in this matter he will with- 
draw from the association. 

Intimations come from Southern Pacifico quar- 
ters that that company does not propose to sub- 
mit to apy disciplining merely to gratify Mr. 
Gould. An influential officer of the Southern 
Pacific Company said the other day: “I think 
that we can get along without the Western Traf- 
fic Association a great deal better than the as- 
sociation can get along without us.” 


STOCK. 


BIG SALE OF 
A SYNDICATE TAKES $5,000,000 oF 
BALTIMORE AND OHIO’S NEW ISSUE. 


The financial officers of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company have completed the 
sale of $5,000,000 of new common stock toa 
syndicate composed of rich New-York and Lon- 


don bankers. 

The transaction was practically completed 
last Friday, and an official announcement of the 
deal will be issued to-day. The purchasers of 
this large block of stock are Vermilye & Co., 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and August Belmont & Co. 
of this city, and the Messrs. Blake, Boissevain 
& Co., E. Cassell, and Robert Fleming of Lon- 
don. The price paid was about par. 

This pew stock was authorized at a recent 
meeting of the Baltimore and Ohio Company 
witha view of providing the means to carry 
forward certain important extensions and im- 
provements of the Baltimore and Ohio system. 
The entire capital stock of the company was 
thereby increased to very nearly $25,000,000. 
An important condition of the sale just made 
Was that the company should agree to pay not 
less than 5 per cent. per annum in dividends. 

The syndicate will make application to have 
the stock listed on both the New-York and Lon- 
don Stock Exchanges, and they will place it on 
the market as opportunity offers. It is expected 
thatthe larger part of the $5,000,000 will be 
sold in London. 

By obtaining control of the Pittsburg and 
Western Railroad and by completing its exten- 
sion to Ohicago, the Baltimore and Ohio will 
have added greatly to its earning capacity. It 
has under way several other improvements 
which will increase its facilities for handling 
both freight and passenger traffic. Its officers 
expect that they will be able to pay dividends 
of nearer 6 than 5 per cent. 


RICHMOND AND DANVILLE. 

The recentiy-elected Board of Directors of the 
Richmoné and Danville Railroad met in President 
Inman’s office yesterday and re-elected most of the

‘ERRIFIC POWDER , EXPLOSION. 
“THIRTY-FIVE TONS OF POWDER CAUSED 


DEATH AT THE PHENIX MILLs. 


CrxcInNaT, Jan. 18.—Dispatches from the 
cities near Oeredo, West Va, tell of an explo- 
sion this morming atthe Phenix Powder Mills 
which was very destructive to life. The Phenix 
mill tg situated at Central City, near Ceredo, 
and abont half way between Huntington, West 
Va., and Catlettsburg, Ky. This is the third ex- 
plosion at thie mill within three months, and is 
the most destructive one. The last one was six 
weeks ago and was a trifling affair. 

How the awful wreck of to-day was brought 
about will never be known, because not a soul 
‘who was in the mill is left alive to tell the story. 
At 8:30 o'clock this morning ple in Ironton, 
twenty-five miles away, hb the terrible deto- 
pating roar. In Ceredo, three miles away, win- 
dows were broken and wares in the stores wére 
shaken from the shelves. In Catlettsbiltg, 
nearly ten miles away, the earth shook and peo- 
ple were alarmed. 

Everybody divined the cause, and there was a 
rush from directions to the scene. The local 
authorities organized and surrounded the ruins 
with a cordon of police, through which none of 
the thousands of spectators were permitted to 


pass. a 

It has been ascertained that the first explosion 
was in the glazing room, where there were ten 
tons of powder. Thus, successively, the pack- 
ing house, the magazine, and the four wheel 
mills, and lastly a carload of gunpowder were 
exploded, 

othing of the plant remains, and the country 
for half a mile aboutis strewn with fragments 
of the buildings and the bodies of five men, 
victims of the disaster. It is not definitely 
known, but it is believed that not less than 
thirty-five tons of powder were burned in 
several explosions.

THE GRIP IN CONNECTICUT. 


AN UNUSUAL INCREASE IN THE DEATH 
RATE DUE TO THE EPIDEMIC. 


New-Haven, Jan. 18.—Dr. ©. A. Lindsley of 
this city, Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
says that the deaths in Connectiout in Decem- 
ber, 1891, represent a larger annual death rate 
than in any previous month since the super 
vision of the registration of vita] statistics has 
been in charge of the State Board of Health. 
The number of deaths reported was 1,729, 
which was 730 more than in December, 1890, 
and 787 more than the average in December for 
the preceding five years. For the year 1891 
the number of deaths was 14,050, whioh is 
1,708 more than the average for the last five 
years. 

The increase is ascribed by Dr. Lindsley to 
the pease of influenza. As a consequence 
of that epidemic acute inflammatory disease of 
the lungs has been very fatal. Ags illustrative 
of the force of this influence, it appears that in 
the years 1890 and 1891 the deaths from pneu- 
monia and bronchitis averaged 1,910 per year, 
while in the previous tive years before the epi- 
demic the average annual mortality from those 
diseases was only 1,241. 

The epidemic was severest in Connecticut in 
January, 1890, and December, 1891; yet only 
83 deaths were attributed directly to it in the 
first of the months mentioned and only 71 in the 
second. Itis seldom the direct cause of death, 
and many doctors refuse to assign it as a cause. 
Thus, thouch 22 deaths were attributed to the 
grip in Bridgeportin December, not one death 
in New-Haven and Hartford is ascribed to the 
epidemic, though it has doubtless prevailed in 
the latter cities as severely asin Bridgeport. It 
is an interesting fact that consumption has not 
been specially influenced by the epidemic. The 
mortality from that disease has not widely di- 
verged from the average.

The managers of the 
track had three Justices of the Peace on the 
ground, and these will be on hand to-day to 
admit to bail any persons arrested. 

If Capt. Graham should try to serve any war- 
rants, he will be arrested to answer to a charge 
of assault preferred be J. C. Carr, the active 
manager of the track, who made a complaint 
before Judge Lippincott. He claims that he 


was assaulted by Graham, when he was, in fact, 
trying to prevent the service of a warrant.

AMATEUR ATHLETIC DISPUTES 
TO BE CONSIDERED. 


“UMPORTANT MEETING OF THE METRO- 
POLITAX BOARD. TO BE HELD THIS 
EVENING—THE “MURRAY” CASE TO 
BE PASSED UPON. 


In the Astor House to-night there will be a special 
‘ Doard meeting of the Metropolitan Association of the 
Amateur Athletic Unlon. It will probably be along 
session, and some lively times are anticipated The 
question of the Seventh Regimentathletes, who-com- 
peted at games in the armory recently contrary to 
AAU rules and were disqualified, will come up for 
discussion. From present appearances the soldiers 
willremain disqualified for one year. At least the 
majority of the members of the board appear to favor 
that punishment. 

At the champlonships of the Long Island League 
held at Washington Park in Brooklyn last Summer 
the Prospect Harriers entered a man under the 
name of “Murray” in the 100 and 220 yard runs. 
He won his trial heat in the 100-yard dash with 
apparent ease. Inthe final, after being protested, 
hemade no effort to win. Officers of the Prospect 
Harriers claimed that he was a bona fide amateur, 
and that he had been a member of the club for two 
years. The day following the games THE TIMES re- 
vealed “ Murray’s” identity, and on the strength of 
this publication the Amateur Athietio Union decided 
to make an investigation. The report will be pre- 
sented to-night. 

“Murray” is a professional and hails from Chico- 
pee Falls, Mass. Two days before the races here he 
ran with Harry Darrin, “Pooch,” and “ Piper” 
Donovan, “Bob” Brown, “Tom” Burrows, the 
winner of the last Manchester (England) handicap, 
and other professionals in a hose race at the New- 
York firemen’s tournament at Herkimer. They. 
won the race. In the Long Island games, instead of 
hand corks he used two rvlis of bank notes. When 
this was noticed, Copeland, the hurdler of the Man- 
hattan AO, who who wae a spectator, remarked: 

“He can’t be an amateur. I never saw an ama- 
teur with that amount of money.” 

President Mathewson has devided that the Pros- 
«a Harriers, the Long Island 6, and the 

aruna Boat Clab—the latter entered the protest at 
the time—will have to defray the expenses of the in- 
vestigation.

AMATEUR OARSMEN’S RACES. 


COMPETITORS MUST HEREAFTER ROW 
ONLY IN HOME CLUB COLORS. 


As stated in Sunday's Times the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Association of Amateur 
Oaremen held a meeting on Saturday night. The 
meeting lasted until 8 o’cléok Sunday morning, and 
consequently many of ite details couldé-not be printed 
in Sunday morning’s paper. It was decided in time 
for publication Sunday morning that Hawkins, 
whose standing had been the subject of much contro- 
versy, was not a professional. 

There is an interesting sequel growing out of this 
Oase that has not been called to general attention 
heretofore. It is the practice in vogue in some of the 
large clubs to enter athletes and oarsmen from all 
parts of the world under their club name. The prac- 
tice is generally regarded as a pernicious one, since it 
has the effect of breaking up local clubs. It was for 
this reason that the Executive Committee of the 
National Association of Amateur Oarsmen at its 
Saturday night meeting gave notice ofa change in the 
rules goverping amateur oarsmen, providing that no 
man shall be allowed to enter a regatta for any olub 
unless he lives within fifty miles of the home of that 


club. When this rule is in full force and effect there 
will bé no more Saratoga or Canadian oarsmen row- 
ing under New-York City club colours. A number of 
local athletes have beem heard to express the hope 
that this same rule would be enforced in all other 
local organizations devoted to fostering amateur 
athletics. 

Another very important action taken by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee at its Saturday pight meeting 
was the appointment of a committee of three ww de- 
termine where the annual regatta under the auspices 
of the National Association of Amateur VOarsmen 
shall be held. It was announced that the association 
had received a cordial invitation from the Saratoga 
Athietic Association to hold the regatta at that place. 
lt was shown that Saratoga bad wany advantages, 
and it was indicated thatthe invitation wouid be av- 
cep Itis generally thought among. local oars- 
men that if this Saratoga experiment proves to bea 
success the course on the © will be made the per- 
manent course, and that all annual regattas nay 
eventually be held there just as Englani’s principal 
regattas are held .on © Henley Course on the 
Thames. If the regatta is held at Saratoga, as now 
seems probable, it will take place in the week of July 
17, which immediately precedes the horse races. 
Thus a double attraction is secured, 

Stull another important result of the Saturday 
night meeting is that concerning the change in the 
standard course, The association has been for a long 
time considering the project of substituting raves 
with a turn for straightaways. A straightaway race 
eliminates to a large extent the danger of fouling. 
puts a premium upon the speed of a crow rather than 
upon the skill of a bow oarsman, and has, in a vast 
eo of cases, established beyond dispute the 
right of winners to wear the laurels of champions. 

At the same time it isidie to ignore the fact that 
there exists a wides feeling that races witha 
turn, which are more popular in New-England and 
in the West, tendinalarge measure to peptone 
rowing. It was pointed out at the Saturday night 
meet that it is difficult to attract large uumbers 
of people, or to awaken enthusiasm among those 
who attend regattas, when all that the omen at 
the finish can see is the final spurt in a rd-fought 
Tace, the previous history of which they can only 
conjecture. . 

There was some discussion at the meeting as to 
whether the on would sacrifice too much by 
incurring the greater danger of fouls, the chance ot 
as orew losing a race t h the lack of skill 
in their steersman, and a liability to the wash from 
official tugboats on the course, in order to seoure in 
turning races anincreased publicinterest. it was 
finally determined by the association that the latter 
course would be the best, and instead of the straight- 
away mile-and-a-half races that have heretofore ob- 
tained there will now be races of three-quarters of a 
mile straight and return. This decision will hold 
good with regard to all save the eight-oared race, 
which will be the same as before, namely, a mile and 
a half straightaway. 

Members of the association express the belief that 
this action, which is in many ways the most impor- 
tant one that has been taken in amateur rowing cir- 
cles for a long time, will be adopted by other regatta 
associations throughout the country.

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OBITUARY.

JOHN 8. SPROUL. 

John 8. Sproul, ex-member of the New-Jersey 
Legisiature, and one of the leading Republicans 
of that State, died at hia home in Keyport, N. J., 
yesterday after a year of extreme suffering 
from Bright's disease, Mr. Sproul was born at 
Keyport June 7, 1836. He wasa graduate of 
Princeton, and early in life became identified 
With the workers in the Republican Party. At 
the breaking out-of the war he entered thenavy 


and was stationed at Norfolk and afterward at 
Richmond. Previous to and during the battle 
of New-Orleans he served on the Quarte 
master’s staff of Gen. Benjamin F. Butler’s com- 
mand. After the surrender of the city he was 
transferred’ to Norfolk, and at the capture.of 
Rioh he was stationed there. Shortly 
afterw. Mr. Sproul returned to his home in 
the North and at once became a leader of his 
party in the State. From 1872 to 1874 he 
served in the Legislature. 

The leading men of his party from Washing- 
ton to Trenton were continually in corre- 
yp one with him, for as a party tactician in 
the skirmish and battles between the two polit- 
ical forces he was without equal. 

He championed the cause of the New-Jersey 
“clammers” against the wealthy oystermen, 
and he was the only Republican who has ever 
been sent to the Legislature from his district on 
a Democratic vote. Mr. Sproul was a cousin 
of the late ex-Superintendent of New-York Po- 
lice, George W. Walling, as well as a first cousin 
of ex-Judge Alfred Walling. Mr. Sproul was 
one of the leading Masons in the State. 

He leaves a wife and three children in com- 
fortable circumstances.

Joseph Lovering of Harvard University died 
yesterday morning of chronic bronohitis, aged 
seventy-eight. He was graduated from Harvard 
in 1833. His eminent classmates were Francis

A HOUSE DESTROYED, THE-INMATES- OF 
WHICH MIRACULOUSLY ESCAPE. 


OCoLumBvs, Ohio, Jan. 18.—A terrific &xplosion 
of natural gas, in which & fine residence wag 
destroyed, two churches partially demolished, 
and about fifty houses damaged, in which the 
family of Judge John 8.

The House took up in earnest yesterday 
the report of the spetial joint Committee 
on Public Printing, listened to the read- 
ing of the elaborate bill and to the ex- 
planation of its purpose and effect by the 
Chairman. The subject is a very interest- 
ing one, and much more important than it 
is likely to seem to the average Congress- 
man. It is not merely that a very large 
part of the matter printed by the Govern- 
ment is practically thrown away—though 
this is bad enough—but what is really 
worse is, that the actually valuable 
documents, while scattered broadcast 
among those who know and care nothing 
for them, are often unattainable by those 
to whom they would be of the greatest use. 
The proposed bill seeks to secure a thor- 
ough reform, by which the documents can 
be kept in an orderly way and distributed 
properly, so that they may be sure to reach 
those whom they ought to reach without 
being wasted on those to whom they are 
useless.. If Congress can secure better re- 
sults for less money, it ought to do so. 





The Boston Herald asserts in the course 
of an article concerning the tariff policy of 
the majority in the House of Representa- 
tives that there are Republican. votegin 
certain States “‘ that will be denied to the 
Republicans if they continue the heavy 
duty upon binding twine.” We do not see 
why the majority members. of the Ways 
and Means Committee should be en- 
couraged to make an issue of the duty 
on binding twine A law com- 
monly called the McKinley Tariff act 
has been passed since the time when the 
complaints about this duty had a good 
foundation. That law removed the duties 
on the raw materials out of which the 
farmers’ binding twine is made, and re- 
duced the duty on the twine itself te al- 
most nothing. We do not believe that the 
removal of this duty of 7-10 of a cent per 
pound could have any perceptible effect 
apon the price of the product. Why should

Commerce Commission and by Dietrict 
Attorneys who have sought to enforce the 
inter-State commerce law as one of great 
importance in its relation to investigations 


recently directed attention to the indict- 
ment of a prominent railroad officer and of 
several well-known shippers in Chicago for 
violation of that part of the law which 
forbids unjust discrimination in fretght 
rates. Immediately after these persons had 
been indicted an inquiry concerning 
-similar violations of the law was begun in 
Omaha. It is understood that proceedings 
under the indictments were delayed, and 
that the investigation in Omaha was discon- 
tinued because the prosecutors were unwill- 
ing to go on until the final decision in the 
Counselman case should be made known. 
Undoubtedly it was their opinion, as it is 
now the opinion of Judge BLopGF7T, that a 
decision in favor of CouNSELMAN would 
make it very difficult to enforce the law in 
cases of discrimination. But public opinion 
will heartily support Congress in any effort 
so to amend the statute that evidence may 
more easily be procured without encroach- 
ing upon theconstitutional rights of offend- 
ers. Popular commendation of the statute 
has been based in large measure upon 
popular indignation aroused by proof of 
outrageous discrimination in rates for the 
enrichment of some and the impoverish- 
ment and ruinof others. Whenever a ship- 
per or a railroad officer refuses to testify 
as to rates granted by one and enjoyed by 
the other, on the ground that he cannot 
testify without criminating himself, evi- 
dence of discrimination is disclosed to the 
public, and such evidence will give new 
force to the popular demand that the 
Government shall spare no effort by which 
those who break the law can be brought to 


justice.

There is talk among some of the Re- 
publican politicians of this State abouta 
conference which shall adjust or suppress 
the quarrels that impair the strength of 
the party and bring about ‘tharmony 
among the leaders. Such talk has been 
heard before and there have been con- 
ferences and efforts to the same end, 
but no stable harmony has been estab- 
lished, nothing more than a thin pretense 
of peace to delude yoters during a cam- 
paign. The more the leaders try to get to- 
gether the more they fallapart. The prin- 
cipal trouble is that it has been impossible 
thus far to down Boss PLatr. Again and 
again he has led the party into the ditch, 
but this does not suggest to him the pro- 
priety of standing aside. In the last elee- 
tion and its subsequent incidents not only 
has the party been terribly defeated, but 
PLATT as @ manager has been outwitted 
and discredited. His party machine was 
so rickety and did such poor work that the 
Democrats have had no difficulty in finding 
more or less plausible pretexts tor undoing 
the results of the voting. It will be found 
impossible to harmonize with PLatr on any 
other terms than submission. He doesn’t 
care for any other sort of harmony. But 
so long ashe remajns in, no agreement will 
long endure. If the grand council which 
it is said will soon be held shall re- 
solve that the “ big four,” or any other com- 
bination that includes Piatt, shall hence- 
forth lead, marching abreast and no one 
first, it will not be six months before PLatr 
will be in advance on horseback and the 
rest straggling along behind as they can on 
foot, discouraged and angry, while har- 
mony will be only a painful reminiscence. 


THE CONSOLIDATION SCHEME, 

The people of the cities of New-York and 
Brooklyn and of the cities and towns adja- 
cent will be interested in the action taken 
yesterday by the Commission on Municipal 
Consolidation Inquiry. Not much has been 
said on this subject since last Spring, but 
the commission has not been idle and is 
ready with a bill to be presented at once to 
the Legislature embodying some important 
resultsof itslabors. Obviously the first mat- 
ter to be determined is the territory to be 
included in such consolidation. The judg- 
ment of the commission in this particufar 
is set forthin the new bill substantially 
as suggestedin areport made to the cofimis- 
sion last year. It is proposed to comprehend 
in the new municipality the City of New- 
York, the County of Kings, (Brooklyn,) the 
County of Richmond, (Staten Island,) the 
Town of Westchester, and 60 much of the 
Towns of East Chester and Pelham as lies 
south of a straight line drawn from the 
point where the northerly line of this city 
crosses the Bronx River to the middle of 
the channel between Hunter’s Island and 
Glen Island, in Long Island Sound; also, on 
Long Island, the Towns of Newtown, 
Flushing, and Jamaica, and so much of the 
Town of Hempstead as is west of a straight 
line drawn from the southeastern point of 
the Town of Flushing through the middle 
of the channel between Rockaway Beach 
and Shelter Island to the ocean. 

We are not concerned now to set forth 
how much larger a city than the present 
New-York this consolidation would con- 
stitute in the particulars of territory, pop- 
ulation, and wealth. These have been con- 
sidered before. Manifestly in cach par- 
ticular there would be a great augmenta- 
tion, but the gain to New-York in all but 
the first would not be relatively so great as 
to those places which would be united with 
New-York, That isto say, this city would 
contribute to the consolidated municipality 
far the largest body of population and 
wealth. In territorial extent only the 
other places, taken in the aggregate, would 
make the larger contribution. To all pub- 
lic improvements throughout the new 
domain the share of the present New-York, 
on the basis of an equal taxation, would 
be vastly the largest. 

The new bill contains a provision looking 
to an early ascertainment of the wishes of 
the people of the territory affected. We 
are confident that a popular vote on this 
question would show that the people of 
Brooklyn and of the other towns appreci- 
ate the advantages that would accrue to 
them under consolidated government, and 
their expressed approval would irresisti- 
bly urge on the necessary arrangements. 
There is fear among the political class 
‘thst consolidation will result in fewer 
 rancte There may be fewer Mayors and 

but in the

ministrative and executive work it is 
probably useless to hope that there will be 
fewer officials. The organization will be 
different in some ways, but such a city, 
with a hastened development through all 
its outlying sections, will have offices 
enough for all who are both ambitious and 
deserving, Why should the people at largo 
be solicitous in behalf of other office 
seckers? 

The Brooklyn politicians have threatened 
to defeat in the Legislature any proposi- 
tion looking to consolidation. This is en- 
tirely in theirown interest, If they dare 
defeat a proposition to submit the question 
to a vote of the people their selfish motive 


_ will stand revealed, and if the question is 


submitted there will be nothing left of the 
opposition of politicians under whose rule 
Brooklynites are forced to pay nearly or 
quite double as high taxes as are im- 
posed in New-York. The matter is one 
of practical concern to Brooklyn own- 
ers of property. With consolidation 
would come equalization, and burdens 
would be lifted from Brooklyn prop- 
erty by which its profits and its sal- 
able value would be enhanced, while the 
building of new homes on unimproved 
lands throughout the whole area of the an- 
nexed district would be greatly encouraged. 
This project of submitting the subject of 
consolidation to the people in the first in- 
stance and as a preliminary step, is emi- 
nently judicious, Asa matter to be voted 
upon, if will arouse an interest,and compel 
a consideration that conld not otherwise 
be brought about, and so hasten the in- 
evitable consummation of an act that is 
demanded by every consideration of en- 
lightened public interest.” . 


SECRECY AND SPOILS, 

If the people of the United States could 
once be got to see clearly the meanness and 
greed, the duplicity and chicane, the cow- 
ardice and spitefulness, with which the dis- 
tribution of offices by the President of the 
United States is accompanied under the 
spoils system now in practice, we believe 
that they would puta stop to it within a 
year. In theory the offices under the 
Federal Government known as Presiden- 
tial offices are filled by careful selection 
by the President, subject tothe advice and 
consent of a majority of the Senate. In 
theory the nominees are chosen for their 
known fitness, their capacity and integ- 
rity, and the consent of the Senate is with- 
held only on sufficient evidence that 
the President has been mistaken as 
to the qualifications of his nom- 
inees. The interests of the public 
service, the right of the people to have 
the best men that can be got, are supposed 
to be the only things regarded by the 
President or by the Senate, As a matter 
of fact, this theory is very nearly wholly 
opposed to the practice. Fitness is subor- 
dinate, party service or advantage is con- 
trolling, and the men who would be 
very indignant if in their private busi- 
ness they were accused of betraying and 
cheating those who trusted them, in their 
character as President or Senators delib- 
erately violate the trust reposedin them, 
and do so for their own advantage. And 
they seem, so stupid are they in the parti- 
san prejudice and passion that guide their 
action, quite unconscious of the ignoble 
spectacle they present to every rational 
observer. 

A very striking instance of the spirit 
in which these abuses are regarded at 
Washington, and of the hopeless obfusca- 
tion of the minds of all concerned in 
them, is the case of the Postmastership 
at Elmira, in this State. Some weeks ago 
Mr. HARRISON removed one FLoop, the 
Postmaster at that place, and then sent to 
the Senate the name of one RATHBUN to 
succeed him. It has been publicly “stated 
by the Post Office authorities that the basis 
of the President’s action in removing 
FLoop was an investigation by an In- 
spector of that department. When the 
officer thus discredited sought to learn 
what were the statements made by the In- 
spector, and what charges were before the 
department as to his private or official 
character or conduct, all information was 
curtly refused. He then went to Wash- 
ington, and yesterday, under the protection 
of Senator HILL, who is a resident of El- 
mira, he appeared before the committee of 
the Senate to which RATHBUN’s nomina- 
tion had been referred. It is stated, and is 
probably true, that he and Mr. HILL were 
able to lay before the committee petitions 
from numbers of business men in the City 
of Elmira, praying for RATHBUN’s rejection 
and for FLoon’s retention, and it is certain 
that both the Senator and the ex-Postmas- 
ter pleaded with the committee that FLoop 
might have the privilege of knowing what 
charges had been made against him and 
officially declared by the President to be 
sufficiently bad and sufficiently true to jus- 
tify his removal from office. So far as is 
known this prayer was not granted, and 
whether RaTHBuNn is made Postmaster or 
not, FLoop is out and will have to bear the 
disgrace unless the President chooses to 
reinstate him. 

It is known that FLoop is the object of 
Mr. Fassetr’s especial dislike, and his re- 
moval is probably due to FasserTt, as it 
certainly is highly gratifying to him 
Whether Fassetr’s dislike for FLoop is 
based on motives creditable to the former 
we cannot say, nor can any one, save Fas- 
sETT himself, say, for no one can find out 
from the records of the case. FLOOD says 
that the movement against him is a mere 
partisan conspiracy, and the failure to pro- 
duce it in public and in a form that allows 
the evidence to be sifted sustains that view. 


-Whether FiLoop is right and Fassett 
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greedy and vindictive, or whether FassrtTr 
is right and FLoop incompetént and worse, 
the public cannot know. It is, of course, a 
matter in which the people, especially the 
people of Elmira, are peculiarly interested. 
Either Mr. Harrison is purifying the 
service aud deserves gratitude or 
Fioop is the victim of a mean and 
cowardly political game and deserves 
sympathy and ought to have a chance to 
vindicate his good name. But no one can 
tell which view is correct. ‘There is no 
good reason, there is not the faintest pre- 
tense of a decent reason for shrouding the 
matter in secrecy. For that there is and 
ean be no motive buts bad one. 
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Church is a great institution, and, to echo 


President, who has it in his power to dis- 
close all the facts, and the Senate commit- 
tee, who may demand the facts, cling to 
secrecy. Why? Because they know, 
whatever may be the truth in this instance, 
that it is one of a élass the greater number 
of which would not bear the light, be- 
cause they know that the whole business 
of Federal appointments is a shameful 
mass of intrigue, bargaining, and treachery 
to the public,. They love darkness better 
than light because their deeds are evil.

The Indianapolis Journal, which is pub- 
lished at the home of Mr. Harrison and 
has for years been devoted to his interests, 
on the 16th inst. published the following 
paragraph: 

“One of the most famous caterers in New- 
York, in fitting his establishment up for great 
entertainments, after examining the works and 
wares of the most famous manufacturers in 
Europe, gave his orders for decorated china to 
American producers, Thia is a great triumph, 
since the free traders have assailed no industry 
more bitterly and persistently than pottery,” 

From the Journal’s point of view any one 
who says the duty of 60 per cent. on crock- 
ery is too high isa ‘free trader,” and any 
one who says that so high a duty should 
not be imposed for the enrichment of the 
several Trust combinations which have 
been established in the pottery industry is 
guilty of making a “bitter assault” upon 
that industry. 

“A great triumph,” is it, when a New- 
York caterer examines the wares of Euro- 
pean manufacturers and then buys deco- 
rated china for “great entertainments” 
from the American producers? But when 
Mr. Harrison, the President of the United 
States, wants china for his table in the 
White House he sends to Europe for it. He 
passes by the American producers and 
gives an order for 250 pieces to the 
European employers of ‘pauper labor.” 
He even pays these foreign employers of 
“cheap labor” for decorating this china 
with the flag of the United States, and has 
his name branded on every piece. Is this 
also “a great triumph ”? 

Will not the Indianapolis Journal, which 
represents the opinions and interests of Mr. 
HARRISON at his home, permit its remarks 
about the decorated china of the caterer to 
suggest in its columns a few timely ob- 
servations about the decorated china re- 
cently imported for the White House?

THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


The past few days have brought us very 
impressive reminders of the true source 
of the influence of the Roman Catholic 
Church. These reminders have occurred 
in the death of one of the most eminent 
and celebrated of the*authorities of that 
Church, Cardinal Simeont, and the mori- 
bund condition of another, the General of 
the Jesuits. Cardinal MANNING has died 
also within these days, but then Cardinal 
MANNING, like his late English associate 
in the Cardinalate, Cardinal NewMan, 
was recognized as a Cardinal in parti- 
bus, a sort of forlorn hope to attract 
“perverts” from the English Church, who 
might partly make up in wealth and in 
social influence what they lacked in num- 
bers. Both these English Cardinals were 
striking and picturesgue figures, but 
neither of them had any influence in the 
College of Cardinals. But Cardinal Sr- 
MEONI was commonly recognized as the 
“brains” of that body and the managing 
director of the Catholic Church. He was, 
so to speak, a practical politician of very 
great force. Every: passably~ well in- 
formed person was familiar with his name, 
and every outsider who was at all convers- 
ant with the procedures of the Church 
was accustomed to attribute to Cardi- 
nal SIMEONI every change and every 
assertion of policy on the part of the 
Vatican. On the other band, nobody 
who was not especially conversant with 
the operations of the Catholic Church 
or of the Society of Jesus knows that the 
General of the Jesuits, who is reported to 
be dying, is ANTONIUS ANDERLEDY, or 
cares what his name may be, though every 
intelligent person knows that the General 


of the Jesuits is necessarily an important 


figure in the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 
Everybody assumes, in his case, that 
he derived all his importance from his 
office, and that the next General of 
the Jesuits will be an equally important 
person. But this is equally true of Cardinal 
SIMEONI, to whose death, ngy ertheless, a 
great deal of importance is commonly at- 
tached. The Roman Catholic Church, 
even more than any of its subsidiary cor- 
porations, even than one so powerful as the 
Society of Jesus, is, in the full sense of the 
word, an institution so rooted that it can- 
not stray very far from the purposes of its 
existence under the influence of any per- 
sonality, however powerful, and so rooted 
that to its prosperity no man is indispensa- 
ble. The changes of the Church can be 
pointed out by any moderately acute his- 
torical student; but any moderately acute 
historical student must also be compelled 
to own that in order to convict the Church 
of incousistency he must select periods 
pretty far apart, and that the Church has 
pretty constantly been in touch with the 
opinions and feelings of those upon whom 
it relied for support. Perhaps the most 
startling Papal deliverance that there has 
been during the present generation was 
the present Pope’s encyclical on “ Labor.” 
Yet we find that that encyclical, which 
seemed to commit the Church definitely to 
the interest of the masses against the 
Glasses, has not startled the Church itself 
nor occasioned anything in the least re- 
sembling a schism. The Pope, saving his 
infallibility, has simply complied with the 
general opinion of the Church, and has 
thereby very greatly strengthened the 
Church with the people whom it was most 
in danger of losing. But it would be a mis- 
take to attribute this position to the inflv- 
ence of any one man, when theré is a great 
nuinber of shrewd and able ecclesiastics, 
entirely devoted to the interests of the 
body of which they form a part, who are 
watching in all *parts of the world the 
movements of opinion, 

To say this is to say that no man is indis- 
.pensable to the Roman Catholic Church, 
neither Cardinal nor yet Pope. To say this, 
again, is to say that the Roman Catholic 
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MacavLay’s famous essay, that it deserves 
examination better than any other work of 
human polity. At present it is rather the 
fashion to sneer at MacauLay, a fashion 
set by the late MaTrHEW ARNOLD, but it is 
» very feasible to sneer at MACAULAY too 
much. His account. of the advantage 
which the Roman Catholic Church de- 
rives from the nature of its  or- 
ganization over all the Christian 
bodies which dispute with it the empire of 
the world is as convincing as it is inter- 
esting. Since MacavuLay reviewed Von 
Rankr’s “ History of the Popes” many 
things have occurred to confirm the sound- 
ness of his view. The Church of England, 
indeed, is as independent of individualities. 
asthe Church of Rome. Nobody expects 
the Archbishop of Canterbury to be the 
possessor of a towering intellect. But then, 
as MACAULAY pointed out, the Church of 
England has, for offensive purposes, no Ot» 
ganization at all, while the Church of Rome 
has a very powerful and effective organiza- 
tion. So long as the Church of England 
continues to suit the temper of the govern- 
ing classes of England it will continue to be 
the Church of England, though it will not 
become the church of anything else, and it 
is just now beset by foes whom it has 
raised up for itself, while in Catholic coun- 
tries, as MACAULAY has observed, the wis- 
dom of the Church is such that whoever 

remains a Christian remains a Catholic. 

Most Protestant sects are in a precarious 
condition as soon as their founders die, and 
s0 are not entitled to be ranked as insti- 
tutions at all, We are just now experienc- 
ing that the Roman Catholic Church is 
really an institution inasmuch as it is in- 
dependent of individuals; and the showing 
is one that the leaders of Protestant bodies 
may very profitably lay to heart.

MI8S8 CAYVAN AS KAT THORPE, 

The question why Mr. Daniel Frohman pro- 
duced at the Lyceum Theatre a play like 
*‘ Squire Kate,” an adaptation to the locale of 
British rustic drama by Robert Buchanan of an 
Ambigu-Comique idea, was asked many times 
before the curtain was rung up last night, 
The people who support the Ambigu-Comique 
in Paris are not the same kind of folks as those 
who go to Mr. Frohman’s theatre in New-York, 
The Ambigu is the home of lurid melodrama, 
Les etrangleurs flourish on its stage, and when 
the fhn comes the people like it to be simple 
and broad and plentiful. The Lyceum audiences, 
on the other hand, are dainty and fastidious. 

The question thus raised was answered very 
satisfactorily, however, in the second act of 
“Sqnire Kate.” Here Miss Georgia Cayvan's 
acting, in a scene that is a faithful transcript 
trom real life, was surprising in its force, thrill- 
ing in its genuine emotional power, and charmed 
the spectator by its unaffected simplicity.. It 
was @ piece of acting as near to reality as a good 
actor ever gets in the practice of his art. It was 
convincing, moving, flawless in conception and 
expression, and it will be remembered. 

Miss Cayvan has not suddeniy acquired hew 
powers, but, for the first time since she has been 
the principal actress at the Lyceum Theatre, a 
chance has been given to her to exhibit 
her powers. And that is the secret 
of the production of ‘Squire Kate”—a 
production that in every way reflects 
credit upon Mr, Daniel Frohman’s zeal, liberal- 
ity, and good taste as a theatre manager, for it 
is beautiful in a pictorial sense, and all the act- 
ing is thoughtful, careful, and harmonious. 

The one great scene, in which Miss fayvan’s 
acting recalls her worthy effort seven or eight 
years ago to save from inevitable failure a very 
bad piece called “ Our Rich Cousin,” occurs 


rather too early in the play, perhaps, to secure a 
seng-consinaed success for it. There is no other 
incident nearly so good. That, however, ought 
to attract to the Lyceum every person who 
honestly enjoys uncommonly good acting. We 
fear there are too few such persons nowadays 
to make success forany play. But their good 
opinion is worth striving for, and theif influence 
is powerful. 

he personages in the seene are two sisters 
—Tennyson’s “sisters,” of course. The elder 
bas drudged and slaved for years to educate the 
younger, to fit her fer a lifeof dainty luxary 
andease. She loves herfondly. But this elder 
sister, although sbe is patient in adversity 
and thoughtful of the comfort of others, is 
no mere cipher devoid of hopes and as- 
pirations of her own. She has an intensely 
passionate nature, and she is deeply in love 
with a commonplace, good-enough sort of a 
young man, whom her love has transformed into 
a hero. Good fortune has come to her. Inaday 
she has become rich, and it seems that her dream 
of happiness is to be realized. She has ever 
reason to believe that her love is returned. 
She is fooled to the top of her bent, 
and placed in a humiliating position. 
When ashe learns suddenly that her 
nice young man has chosen her silly little sister, 
under the influence of the shock she acts just as 
such a2 woman would actin reallife. She does 
not remember copy-book maxims, and quote 
them. All the force of her passionate nature is 
exerted in the expression of her natural indigna- 
tion and grief. er broken, hysterical invective 
is exactly in harmony with her mood. 

Miss Cayvan's rendering of this scene could 
not be surpassed. Her powers are wholly equal 
toit. She brings tears of sympathy to every 
eye. Every tone of her voice is in keeping; 
every gesture is aptly expressive, and she lends 
to this perfectly simple and natural situation 
the effect of a great dramatic climax, 

This is nature. We too often have had the 
same situation perverted on the stage. We 
have had a debilitating excess of mawkish 
amiability on the other side of the footlights. 
It would be much better for the world if we 
could have a little more of uncomplaining self- 
sacrifice and picturesque benevolence in real 
life and just a little less of them on the stage. 

Miss Cayvan’s acting is strong and expert 
throughout the play, but she has no other scene 
that approaches the episode in the moonlit 
hayfield in naturalness and dramatic force. 
She had much applause last evening for 
her ingenious treatment of the inevitable 
scene of reconciliation between the sis- 
ters, in which Squire Kate assumes 
a cheerful manner to hide the sorrow 
that is still poignant. This was remarkably 
well done, but the art of the actress was neces- 
sarily plainly.in evidence all the time. It is not 
a happily devised episode; and Mr. Buchanan, 
to tell the truth, is a very tedious and old-fasb- 
ioned playwright. 

As for the play, founded on “ La Fermiéroe,” in 
which Katherine Thorpe, called “Squire Kate,” 
is the central personage—well, it is H. T, Crav- 
en’s ‘“‘Meg’s Diversions” again without H. 
'. Craven’s real humor; with a touch of 
Douglas Jerrold’s “Rent Day” and a hint 
or two of “Daddy MHardacre.” Kate is 
Meg again, and  Kate’s sister Hetty 
is Meg’s well-educated sister, who is loved by 
the man Meg loves. Jasper Pidgeon is there 
disguised as Geoffrey Doone, the faithful over- 
seer of Kate’s farm; Master Bullfrog, from 
“The Rent Day,” brags, makes comic love, and 
gets drunk and behaves like a donkey in the 
person of Mr. Nash, the tax collector. The only 
touch of new humor isin the horse doctor, who is 
alsoageneral practitioner, and who,whenagirli 
poisoned, treats her for incipient typhoid fever 
and partial paralysis of the nerve centres. There 
is another old friend in evidence, too, who is 
surely Edie Ochiltree of “The Antiquary,” 
now ashepherd anda herb dootor, who looks 
like Walt Whitman, but talks a good deal more 
like Robert Buchanan. 

Hodge and Joan are there, of course, as they 
are in every play of English rural life; there is 
the customary quantity of straw, and there 
is, moreover, a bent, scowling, leering, 
threatening, snarling, ‘crasping, treacherous 
old miser, Gaffer Kingsiey, who is in 
sight and in hearing much of _ the 
time. This is a flue part for Mr. Le Moyne, who 
makes it as grimly elfective as the art of * make- 
up” and the skill of an experienced actor can 
make sach a part. In most of Act 
this old miser has the centre of tho 
stage; he poisons a girl, he lies about it, 
he leers awfully while he is splitting wood with 
a very sharp axe,, he threatens, he cringes and 
whines. This ia all old-fashioned melodrama, 
and good enough of its kind. Some of Mr, 
Buchanan’s humor, however, is very depress- 
ing. 

The acting is all good, as we have said. Miss 
Shannon is pretty and winning, Mrs. Walcot 
plays the hearty, stupid countrywoman in the 
good old style, and r. Kelcey plays a very 
thankless part in his accustomed conscientious 
manner. The scenery is capital, especially the 
views of the farm kitchen and the hayfield. The 
full cast of ‘Squire Kate” is appended:

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Every lover of true grt in the lyric drama 
must have felt like throwing up his hat at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last night when he 
saw, the large audence. Such an assemblage 
was ao tribute not alone to the good oast of the 
evening, but to the intrinsic and undying merit 
of the greatest opera ever written. Mozart's 
“Don Glovanni,” when it is put on with a good 
cast, is always sure of a large audience. With 
a poor cast it is doubtful, forno work suffers 
more from incapacity in its performance than 
this. However, last night the cast was a good 
one, and the audience was not only of encourag- 
ing size but of warm enthusiasm. 

Foremost of the impersonations of the even- 
ing the splendid Donna Anna of Mme. Lilli 
Lehmann will remain impressed upon the mem- 
ory of those present. Her gigantic stature as a 
dramatic singer was never more fully revealed 
than in her delivery of the recitative and aria 
just before the close of the first act. She held 
the audience—except the stupid chatterers in 


some of the boxes—breathless while she sang, 
and after her exit she was recalled four times 
with applause and cheers. 

Mme. Albani displayed her artistic experi- 
ence to admirable advantage in the réle of 
Donna Elvira. Her voice, unfortunately, and 
we say this with deep regret, shows signs 
of wear, and nolonger responds readily to her 
demauds upon it; but her knowledge of her art 
and her fine judgment carry her over many 
slippery places and enable her to achieve effects 
that less accomplished singers would fail to 
make with twice the material athand. Mlle. 
Van Zandt was a diminutive and interesting 
Zeriina, but her voice was in company that was 
not to ita advantage. 

M. Lasalle was a fine-looking Don Giovanni, 
and his impersonation was in strict accordance 
with the traditions of the Paris Grand Opera. 
He achieved a success with the audience, which 
seemed to have forgotten some more brilliant 
and dashing representations of the improper 
gentleman. 

Herr Kalisch was a satisfactory Don Ottavio 
and sang his music with taste. ut among the 
men the most pleasure of the evening came 
from M. Edouard de Reszke, whose Le lo 
was wholly delightful. He sang the music with 
most delightful grace and humor, and both his 
singing and his acting were unfailing in their 
dramatic significance. His “* Madamina” drew 
forth very hearty applause.

Her programme 
yesterday comprised three poems, “ A Forgive- 
ness,” * Up at a Villa—Down in the City,” and 
“Saul” Her audience was deeply interested.

THE ATTEMPT TO STOP’ EXTRAV-/ 
AGANOE IN PUBLIC PRINTING. 


THE BILL WHICH WAS LAID BEFORE 
THE HOUSE YESTERDAY—SOME OF} 
ITS PROMINENT FEATURES ~ THE 
MEASURE TO BE DISCUSSED TO-DAY. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—A public bill of im- 
portance was taken up in the House to-day. . 
The Measure was the production of the Joint 
Committee on Printing and is designed to pro- 
vide for the public printing and binding and the 
éistribution of public documents in a more ra- 
tional and economical way than that followed 
at present. 

The special joint committee that prepared 
the bill was called for by a conourrent resolu- 
tion of Feb. 9, 1891, and that committee has 
Inid the bill before the two houses with a report 
that deserves the careful study of every mem- 
ber. Its 465 pages of information are a history 
ot reckless profiigacy in the use of types, print 
ing ink, paper, and binding. Under the heed- 
less and thoughtless action of the Congress, 
everything thatis offered for printing goes to 
the press, and, after it is printed, and perhaps 
bound, it is distributed in a way that would 
justify the conclusion that the matter was not 


worth the cost of printing. ; 

In reaching their conclusions, which take 
form in the bill brought forward to-day by Mr. 
Zichardson of Tennessee, the joint committee 
listened to the opinions of thirty-five of the 
best-informed witnesses who could be called 
upon, one of whom, oddly enough, was the 
largest dealer in second-hand books in the city. 
These witnesses told very interesting stories 
avout the use and misuse of the printing office 
and its productions. 

The bill of 101 sections which was reported 
to carry out their conclusions covers @ great. 
deal of ground, It does away with a great deal 
of formal binding and distribution of booke to 
members who know of no other way to turao 
them to account than to sell them. Members 
are to be able to get as many books as they can 
now, but they are notto have them until they 
are called for. Instead of running two doou- 
ment rooms for the distribution of books, ono 
fuperintendert of Documents will distribute 
the documents for both houses, and will thus be 
able to know the condition of the supply and 
the demand. 

sections ot the bill provide for the sale of the 
surplus accumulations of documents and books, 
which can now only be given out upon the 
order of a Senator or Representative or head 
of adepartment. The orders forsome classes of 
printing are reduced, and, in various ways, the 
eost of work that is pow admittedly done in a 
foolishly extravagant and useless fashion is 
greatly lessened. 

The reading of the bill occupied a long time, 
and then the remainder of the afternoon 6es- 
sion was consumed by Mr. Richardson in making 
a general report of the objects of the measure. 
When the House adjourned it was with the 
understanding thatthe bill shall be taken up 
to-morrow. Jt is important that the bill shall 
be passed early in the session, if the benefits 
intended to be derived from it are to be en- 
joyed at once. 

DR. FLOOD GETS A HEARING. 

There was another airing to-day of the Elmira 
Postmaster trouble, Dr. Henry Flood, whom 
the President deposed from the Postmastership 
at the instance of Thomas C. Platt and J, Bloat 
Fassett, reached the city this morning prepared 
to give the Scnate Committee on Post Offices 


and Post Roads his explanation of the cause of 
his removal. Dr. Flood appeared, with Senator 
Hill, before the committee prior to the opening 
of the sessiou of the Senate. eenator Sawyer, 
Chairman of the commitiee, said later in the 
day that the coinmittee had held no meeting. 
Possibly the Senator had some good reason for 
making this statement, but no one else seems to 
know what it was. 

Senator Hill made an extended argument be- 
fore the committee. He recited the fucts in the 
case from his standpoint, and made a vigorous 
protest against the confirmation of Lewis G, 
Rathbun to be Postmaster of Elmira in place of 
Dr. Flood. Personally, he said, he had no ob- 
jection to Rathbun. But Dr. Flood had been 
put out of the office in opposition to the wishes 
of the best people of Elmira, who knew him to 
be a man of integrity and one who admin- 
jetered the affairs of the Obdftice well. He 
had.never been given an opportunity to ascer- 
tain on what grounds he had been removed. 
The charges were withheld from him. His re- 
tention was desired by a majority of the 
Republicans of the city. The Senator presented 
alarge number of petitions. signed by Elmira 
people, protesting against Dr. Flood’s removal 

~ and the confirmation of Rathbun. 

Dr. Flood then gave the committee his version 
of the case. He reviewed briefly the story of 
the Elmira Republican row, and declared that 
he was the victim of a political conspiracy. He 
laid particular stress upon the fact that he had 
been removed without beiug given an oppor- 
tunity to know what charges had been brought 
against him. A Post Office Inspector visited 
Elmira, anc soon afterward he received notice 
that he had been dismissed from the ofiice. 
Simple justice demanded that he should be 
furnished with acopy of the charges. It was 
an outrage that a man should be disgraced be- 
fore his fellow-citizens without the cause being 
made public. 

Before Dr. Flood could finish his argument the 
hour for the Senate to convene arrived, and the 
committee was obliged to adjourn. He may 
make another statement at the next meeting of 
the committee. 

Senator Sawyer said this afternoon that, in all 
probability, the committes would send to the 
Postmaster General for the papers relating 
to the removal of Dr. Flood. The papers 
would not be made public, however, in case 
they were procured. It was possible that 
Dr. Flood would be permitted to know 
the nature of the charges on which he 
had been dismissed, but still he might not. It 
was not the practice to go bebind the returns in 
the penser Dr. Flood and his supporters de- 
sired. 

The Senator said that even should Rathbun be 
not contirmed Flood would not be in any better 
position than heis at present. The President 
nad removed him, and the President alone could 
reappoint him. 

3ut Flood’s chief aim now is to get hold of 
the charges on which Fassett managed to oust 
him. With these in his possession he vould re- 
turn to Chemung County fully prepared to make 
more trouble for the lately-defeated candidate 
for Governor of New-York. 


MANY TARIFF MEASURES. 

The tariff was a subjectof treatment in a 
number of the bills introduced in the House to- 
flay. The distinctive feature of the measures 
introduced to-day was that, as arule, they did 


not attempt to place articles on the free list, 
but proposed instead a reduction in rates of duty. 

Represeutative Stout proposed that here- 
after the duty on silk thread, yarns, floss or 
twist, sewing silk or epun silk, cotton thread, 
yarns, whetherin bupdles, skeins, or spools, or 
in other forms, shall pay 20 per cent, 

Another bill proposed one-quarterof acentper 
pound on beams, girders, joists, angles,channels, 
oar-truck channels, TT columns and posts, 
deck and bulk beams, and buiiding forme, to- 
gether with all other structural shapes of iron 
or steel, whether plain, punched, or fitted for 
use, also on railway bars made in part of steel 
T rails and punched fron or steel, flat rails and 
castiron. One-tenth of ao cent per pound duty 
‘Was proposed on iron in pigs, splegeleisen, 
ferro-silicon, ferro-manganese, wrought and 
cast scrap iron and scrap eteel, the latter being 
fitoniy for manufacture. These duties, how- 
ever, are not to go into effect unless fron ore 
of some description shall be admitted duty free. 

Mr. Bunting of New-York proposed that the 
duties on pearl and shell buttons be lowered to 
35 per cent. ad valorem, and his colleagues, Mr. 
Daniel Lockwood, desired celluloid admitted 
duty free. 

Mr. Weadock of Michigan united a number of 
articles of altogether different uses in one bill 
The duty on flax gill netting he placed at 25 per 
cent. ; cotton thread, 40 per cent; silk thread, 
60 per cent. ; handsaws and common glass ware, 
20 per cent.; unpolished cylinder, crown, and 
common Window glass, uot exceeding 10 by 15 
inches in size, one-half of 1 cent per pound; 
biankets, 40 per cent. The bill added tin plates, 
terne plates, and tagger iron to the free list. 

Mr. Alexander of North Carolina proposed that 
all American built and owned vessels in the for- 
eign trade might bring back, after a voyage from 
the United States, a returning cargo free of 
duty, provided that on the outgoing voyage a 
full cargo, of which three-fourths was agricult- 
ural products, was carried.

ANNUAL REPORT AND RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS OF SUPERINTENDENT HANNON. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 18.—Superintendent Han- 
non of the State Department of Public Works 
to-night transmitted his annual report 
to the Legislature for the fiscal year 
ended Sept. 30, 1891. The expenses of 
operating the State’s system of canals 
and for ordinary repairs during that period 
were $747,079.43. The Superintendent says 
that a considerable portion of the work ordered 
under special appropriations by the last Legisla- 
turs is completed and that the work on the re- 
mainder is proceeding as fast as practicable. 

Attention is again called to the necessity of 
repairing the aqueducts. The observations ex- 
pressed heretofore concerning the dangerous 
condition of these aqueducts have since been 
verified by the fact that the only obstructions 
to, navigation during the past season were 
caused by the aqueducts giving way in three 
different places. After the extreme drought of 
last year, it would seem that the work of com- 

leting the Forest Port Dam should be no longer 

eferred and $15,000, the amount necessary, 
should be speedily appropriated. An appropri- 
ation shoulda be made this year for continuing 
the construction of ditches. 

The whole number of tons of freight carried 
upon the canals of the State during the season 
of navigation was 4,563,472, and was composed 
of the following-described class of articles: 
Products of the forests, 1,206,986; agriculture, 
1,171,192; manufactures, 109,387; merchan- 
dise, 250,083; other articles, 1,825,824. Of the 
totaj amount of freight moved, 3,190,331 tons 
were carried east and 1,373,141 tons were 
carried west; and of this amount 2,651,838 tons 
were through freight and 1,911,634 tons were 
way freight. Comparing the tonnage of 1891 
with that of 1890, there is shown to be a loss of 
682,630 tons, but during the year 1890 much ice 

yas transported upon the canal, so that the loss 
last year, as compared with the tonnage of last 
year, (exclusive of the ice,; is 215,093 tons. 

The Superintendent says that lock lengthen- 
ing alone on our State canals is insufficient, and 
that additional improvements must be made. 
They should be made ‘with a view to 
enabling boats with much larger cargoes 
to be navigated upon them, and with a 
further view to a more rapid delivery of car- 
goes between the points of production and con- 
sumption, which also involves an increase in 
the wotive power for the propulsion of 
boats over that which is now used upon 
the canals. There has been but little protit 
to the carrier doing business on the eanal 
during the past season. The prices for 
carrying cargoes haye been so low that boat- 
men have oniy been able to subsist. Whatever 
_— has been derived from the carrying trade 

as been made by those of them that operated 
steam canalboats. Of this class of boats there 
were sixty engaged upon the canals last season.

It was nearly 11 o’clock when the case was 
calied and the work of securing a jury begun. 
It was at this point that Senator uay 
first made his appearance and took his place 
with his counsel. He appeared to be in 
excellent health, After securing @ jury 
the District Attorney opened the case, and after 
reading the article m the Star said he ex- 

eoted to show that the certificate was used 
n payment of a _legitima loan Sena- 
tor Quay had made to the Republican 
Committee of Philadelphia, and that the loan 
had been paid back in full less the discount; 
that Senator Quay had only a casual acquaint- 
ance with Bardsley, and that the article in the 
Siar was false and malicious. 

David Martin, ex-Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue of Philadelphia, testitied that he received 
from Senator Quay his personal note for $9,000 
upon which to raise the balance of $10,000 need- 
ed forthe campaign. The note was notdiscounted 
at the time, and Senator ns ay gave him, for the 
comtnittee, a check for $9,000 en the Deposit 
Bank of Beaver. Bardsley identitied witness 
et the bank and put his name on 
the back of the check. At that 
time Bardsley was City Treasurer and his 
standing had never been questioned. Bardsley 
got the note discounted and gave him a certili- 
cate of deposit for the proceeds, which he took 
to Washington and gave Senator Quay. 

W. R. Andrews, Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee in 1889, was sworn, and testi- 
tied that he had paid Senator Charles A. Porter 
$9,000 to liftthe note temporarily given to the 
committee by Senator Quay, and that the note 
was afterward mail to Senator Quay in 


Fiorida. 

Senator Quay corroborated the testimony of 
these witnesses. At the time he gave the check 
he told them that he needed the money for 
another purpose, and that they must replace 
it with the proceeds of the note. The note was 
not discounted until after the election. Later 
a certificate of deposit was given him for the 
amount advanced by check and this he sent to 
the Beaver Bank. The certificate was then pro- 
duced and the Senator said he would not like to 
swear to the signature. “I have since learned,” 
he sald with a smile, “that it is not my sigua- 
ture, Itis a good imitation.” 

After the jury had inspected the certificate 
Mr. Quay was asked ifhe was acquainted with 
John Bardsley. He said he had met Mr. Bards- 
ley, but he did not think he would know him on 
the street. 

The State’s Attorney then read fromthe paper 
alleged to contain the libelous matter that por- 
tion of the article in which it was charged 
that Mr. Quay had shared in the Bards- 
ley; steal, and he pronounced the _ state- 
ment false.: The Senator said he had been 
unable to find the note which he gave to the 
Philadelphia Republicans to raise money on. 
He had probably destroyed it. Replying to a 
question of the defense, he said the Philadel- 
phia Kepublican Committee had frequently 
drawnon him and he expects them to do it 
again. 

Robert Ritchie outlined the case for the de- 
fense; stating that they proposed to show that 
the publication complained of related to mat- 
ters proper for publication, and that the article 
was published without malice. The clectrotype

Brinckerhoff, Samuel L. Clapp, Gardner Q. Col- 
ton, John Gault, A. T. Goodell, Cornelius Ly- 
decker, James J. McCloskey, Joseph M. Pray, 
Richard J. Paulison, Demas trong, Charles k. 
Street, William M. Walton, Henry Wilson, and 
James M. Wiltsie. 

Of those who went in 1850 there were George 
B. Roys, Charles W. Schumann, and Mark D. 
Wilber. Frank Sperry of the Sons of Pioneers, 
the Rev. Dr. aynard, Nelson Taylor, Jr., a 
native of California, and E. Y. Bell were guests 
of the association.

In THE Times of Dec. 24, 1891, your Washington 
correspondent presenis some facts in regard to 
brave Chile. Even a war with that smalljrepublic 
requires great preparation and a large army as an 
auxilary to the American Navy. 

It is well known thatall Chileane are drilled sol- 
diers. For the past forty years it has been the law 
that all men, citizens of Chile, between the 
ages of twenty-one and forty years shall meet 
and drill each Sunday during the whole year be- 
tween the hours of 10 A. M. and 4 P.M. Each 
drilled soldier receives 20 centsfor his Sunday at- 
tendance from the Chilean Government. The result is 
that the men of Chile aro all drilled soldiers, that they 
can muster on short notice a large army, and that 
their hearts are stirred by patriotisin to defend 
their country, In our own rebellion, when our 
Government called for 75,000 volunteers, the South- 
ern Congress, then in session, gave a great shout of 
ridicule. Gen. Sherman, the great soldier, advised 
the ening put of 500,000 men, and he was cailed 
crazy for his good advice at that time, 

If we have to defend our rights in Chile, we not 
only require a strong foros of the navy, but at least 
100.000 well-equipped soldiers. The Chileans are 
warriors both in nature and in drill. M. B,

A DULL ASSEMBLY SESSION. 
To-night'’s session of the Assembly was over- 
shadowed by the excitement in the upper house, 
and nothing except routine business was ac- 
complished, The Speaker appointed as a com- 
mittee to draft resolutions on Judge Ruger’s 


death Megsrs. Sulzer, Guenther, Shields, Husted, 
and Stranahau. 

Senator McClelland’s Enumeration bill was 
handed down by the Speaker and referred to 
the Ways and Means Committee. Annual re- 
ports were presented from the burnbam Indus- 
trial Farm, the Superintendent of Public Works, 
and the New-York Catholic Protectory. 

Mr. Alfred R. Conkling dmepped into the bill 
box to-night a wopoces act prohibiting all can- 
didates for judicial offices, from Judges of the 
Court of Appeals to Justices of the Peace, from 
paying assessments or making contributions of 
any character whatsoever in furtherance of 
their election. Violators of this act shall be dis- 
qualitied from holding the offices to which they 
have been nominated or elected or appointed, 
and shall be punished by imprisonment in 
the county jail for not less than three 
months or more than one year, or 
by a fine not exceeding $1,000, or 
by both fine and imprisonment, and shall also 
be disqualified rrom holding any judicjal oftice 
under the authority of this State. The bill also 
contains an oath to which the candidate must 
subscribe within ten days after his election or 
appointinent. This oath must be filed in the 
oitice of the Secretary of State or with the 
County Clerk. Mr. Conkling has great hopes 
that this bill will become a law, and intends to 
push it by every possible means. 


A FAMILIAR BILL REAPPEARS. 

The old Ranney bridge scheme bobbed up 
again, this time fathered by “Tim” Sullivan.

Assemblyman George J. Gove, the Democratic 
member from Montgomery County, has been 
chuckling to himself since the convening of the 
Legislature over the way in which he has man- 
aged to hoodwink the voters of his district and 
the Republican minority. How he managed to 
get himself nominated and elected while hold- 
ing the position of Postmaster of the town of 
Rural Grove is a mystery which he can 
only solve, and this he refuses to do. He 
was appointed Postmaster by President Cleve- 
land in 1886. and has been left in possession of 
the office by the present Administration, Of 
course, under Section 8 Article IIL of the State 
Constitution, he is ineligible to the Legislature, 
and Gen. Husted said to-night that the Repub- 
licans would take immediate steps to have his 
seat declared vacant and his opponent, Willis 
Bullock, seated. Even such « shameless ma- 

ority as that which is at present running the 

gislature will hardly have the face to declare 
that Gove was legaliy elected, particularly as 
under this same section of the Constitution 
Sherwood, in the Twenty-seventh Senate Dis- 
trict, was declared ineligible by the Court of 
Appeals. On Jan. 5 Postmaster Gove remitted 
$829 to the Albany Postmaster, the balance duo 
the department trom his office for the quarter 
ending Dec. 31. The position of an Assembly- 
man“with its salary of $1,500, is a trifle more 
remuneratiye than that of Postmaster of Rural 
Grove. Gove smiled benignantly to-night 
when questioned, and said that he should 

‘stick.’ 

The quiet young gentleman from the Sixth 
Senatorial District, Mr. Ahearn, attempted to 
rush to third reading in the Senate to-night a 
bill which he introduced, providing that here- 
after, where heavy machinery is placed in lofts, 
a certificate should be procured from the Super- 
intendent of Buildings guaranteeing the strength 
of the building. Avearn’s watchful colicague 
from the Ninth, Mr. Hagan, promptly objected 
to this sort of rapid-transit legislation. But for 
Hagan’s objection the demoralized Senate would 
have advauced the bill. 

MAYNARD FOR THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

It is reported to-night that Deputy Attorney 
General Ieaac H. Maynard has been slated for 
the Court of Appeals, to take the place of Judge 
Earl, who is to be promoted to the Chief Jus-

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AN ECCENTRIC CHARACTER GONE. 


THINGS THAT MADE JEREMIAH GREEN 
FAMOUS IN ULSTER COUNTY. 
Krxcston, N. Y., Jan. 18.—Jeremiah Green, 
who died recently at his home at Pataukunk, 
Ulster County, was an eccentric and notable 
character. His favorite and noticeable articles 
of dress in Summer, on his journeys to the 
county seat, were a fur cap and fur muffler and 
@ linen duster. Although somewhat illiterate 


nd most profane, he always claimed that his

He was. bornin Herkimer County, N. Y., and 
from the age’ ot thirteen to sixteen he picked 
Wwinterarecns there for George Monroe, He 
re © first to distill wintergreen essence in 
Ulster County.

In 1848 Mr. Green took an active part in the 
Presidential campaign in which Gen, Taylor was 
elected, and at once laidclaim to a position in 
the New-York Custom House, but the Whig 
Central Committea refused to inderse him. 
Green then went to Albany and secured the in- 
dorsement of every Whig member of the Legis- 
lature, after which he went to Washington and 
got the indorsement of Secretary Meredith of 
the Treasury, when the Collector at New- 
York City ‘installed him in a fifteen- 
hundred-dollar position, much te the sur- 

rise of the hig political managers in 

later County. After three months’ service he 
was compelled to resign on aceount of a severe 
attack of bilious remittent fever. Dr. Young of 
Kingston advised Mr. Green to drink pure apple 
whisky, which soon restored the patient to his 
usual health and gave him great faith in that 
medicine. ‘ 

In 1852 Mr. Green secured a pardon for Gil 
Conner, convicted of burning a barn in Ulster 
County. Groat efforts had been made to obtain 
the paren by influential people and the aged 
mother of Conner was about to give up in de- 
spair when she was sent to Mr. Green. He 
firstasked her why she came. The woman, 
with tearful eyes, said: “I have heard that 
you succeed in everything you undertake.”’ 
Green yielded to her importunities, and on go- 
ing to Albany so worked on the feelings of Gov. 
Washington Hunt that he brought Conner in 
triumph to his mother. 

When Judge Forsyth ran for Secretary of 
State on the Whig ticket, Mr. Green threw his 
full torce into the canvass. Forsyth ran 600 
ahead of his ticket in Ulster County, but was 
defeatedin the State by asmall majority. In 
1852 Mr. Green was acandidate for County 
Clerk in the Whig Convention, and on the first 
ballot had eight majority over all others. The 
Chairman declared the baliot informal, and on 
the next ballot Nathan Hendricks had one ma- 
jority. Green bolted the ticket, and Hendricks 
was beaten by Milton Sheldon by 800 major- 
ity. When Buchanan, Fillmore, and Frémont 
were running for President, Mr. Green was 
rupning a hotel on Deyo’s Hill, near 
Kerhonkson, and all a2) ae desiring to se- 
cure his influence, held mass meetings 
during the campaign in a tleld near by, 
the Americans being addressed by Daniel Ull- 
wan and the Republicans by Elliott F. Shepard. 
Late in that memorable campaign when Gen. 
Henry A. Samson declined the nomination for 
member of Assembly in the First District in 
Ulster County, Mr. Green was nominated to fill 
the vacaney by request of Thurlow Weed, Jo- 
seph Hoxie, and Edwin D, Morgan. After be- 
ing nominated Green went to New-York City to 
get fundsto run the campaign. Mr. Morgan 
told Green that what funds they had must go to 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Green turned on bis heel 
and said he would go home and decline the nomi- 
nation. Before Green departed Morgan called 
him back and gave him a check for $250. Mr 
Green worked hard, but was defeated by Martin 
Schutt, Know-Nothing, by 300 majority. 

In 1862 Mr. Green went into the business of a 
bounty broker in Kingston and “put in” 300 
volunteers for the war. Later on he engaged 
in making applo whisky, and by new processes 
his famous brand of * four-year-old whisky” 
was produced, and it became so noted that it 
sold for $4 a gallon, while whiskies of other 
makers sold for only $2, which so incensed his 
competitors that complaint was made to the 
General Government, and he was arrested for 
alleged illicit distilling, but subsequently re- 
leased. When the internal revenne officers ar- 
rived at Mr. Green’s house and arrested him, 
he astonished them by inviting them in to “‘fam- 
ily prayers.’”’ Mr. Green’s last business was that 
of a sales agent forfruit trees. Probably no 
man ip Ujster County was better known than he 
who was called “Jerry Green, the Mombaccus 
Pipe Layer.” 





JUDGE BOTKIN HOLDS COURT. 


GUARDED LIKE ONE OF THE ANCIENT 
FEUDAL BARONS, 


Topeka, Kan., Jan. 18.—Among the most re- 
markable scenes ever witnessed in this State 
was the recent opening. of court in Seward 
County. Like one of the old-time feudal Barons, 
Judge Botkin came into Springfield preceded by 
his men at arms, with outriders and a rear 
guard, all heavily armed. First came two men 
mounted, with revolvers in their belts and Win- 
ohesters across their arms, ready for action. Be- 


hind them, at some distance, came the Judge, in 
a buggy, accompanied by a friend, both armed 
with Wincheaters. As the watchful Judge held 
the lines with his left hand he held across his 
left arm a trusty new Winchester, which some 
unknown friend hadpresented to him a few days 
before, with his right hand grasping it near the 
hammer. On each side of the bugey were two 
mounted men, similarly armed. ebind came 
three buggies, each containing two armed dep- 
uties. Every friend of Judge Botkin is a Dep- 
uty Sherift—that is, if he can raise a gun. 

This imposing cavalcade reached the edge of the 
town about 10 o’clock and passed direotly across 
the vacant square tothe courtroom. Then the 
representative of justice and his body guard 
alighted aud greeted their assembled friends. 
The Judge passed through the crowd to the 
courtroom, acca but boldly up the dark 
stairway. Taking his seat on the bench he 

laced his Winchester against the wall beside 

im, at thesame time drawing two revolvers 
to the front from his sides, so that they were 
within quick reach of either hand. Glancing 
about the room and seeing only friends, he 
directed the Sheriff to open court. A few ques- 
tions of law were speedily disposed of, Fre- 
= the door opened and some ono came in. 

he Judge each time paused a moment, glanced 
quickly at the new-comer, and then proceed 
with, “‘As the court was saying,” && The 
docket was disposed of in an hour and the 
order for closing given. 

“ Mr. Sheriff, you will adjourn court to meet 
again on the 15th of February, at 10 o’clook. The 
witnesses and jurors are dismissed, and will re- 
port at that time promptly, for there must be 
no delay.”” Court was over, and the crowd dis- 
persed, The cavalcade was again formed, ad- 
vaneo guard, outriders, rear guard, and all, and 
the march to the Judge's residence was com- 
menced, and soon the quiet, deserted town was 
left behind. 

When the little company of State troops went 
away with thoir prisoners, the town became 
what it was before their arrival, a reminiscence 
of days long since past. The few inhabitants 
moved about with a startled look, apparently 
fearing that their footfalls might bring to life 
the memories of the days when business thrift 
and official robbery went hand in hand in the 
effort to make a commercial wart of Springfield.

REVISING JEWISH SERVICES. 


WORK DONE BY THE COMMITTEE OF 
RABBIS IN NEW-ORLEANS. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Jan. 18.—The committee of 
Jewish rabbis that assembled here during the 
past week for the purpose of revising the ritual 
and preparing a uniform one for the United 
States have completed their labors, and will for. 
ward the result to a new conferen ce of rabbis to 
be held in New-York in July next. 

The committee considered the Friday evening 
and Saturday morning services, and also the 
morning and evening services for the festivals 
of Passover, Pentecost, and Tabernacles. Dr. 
Moses of Chicago prepared a book of 
services some time ago, and it was 
approved by this committee and referred 
to the Editorial Committee, consistin of 
Dr. Berkowitz of Kansas City, Dr. Joseph Btals 
of Chicago, and Dr. Hecht of Milwaukee, and 
to the Committee on Liturgy and Hebrew Trans- 
lation, composed of Drs. Leucht, Heller, and 
Philipson. Rabbis Leucht and Heller also have 
charge of the arrangement of a calendar of 
weekly Scriptural lessons and readings from the 
Prophets. 

In addition to these a week-day service, for 
public or private devotion; services in the 
houses of mourning, funerals and marriage, 
were submitted and referred to the Editorial 
Committee. Drefts of services for New Year's 
Day aud the Day of Atonement were submitted 
but not considered, on account of the vastness 
of the work. They will be taken up at a future 
meeting of the committee to be held at Chicago.

HIS VIEWS ON VARIOUS SUBJECTS 
OF GENERAL INTEREST. 


SHE SITUATION IN THE PROVINCE OF 
QUEBEC — WHAT HE’ SAYS ABOUT 
ANNEXATION, BERING 8EA, AXD 
BLAINE’S POLICY OF RECIPROCITY. 


Prof. Goldwin Smith of Toronto was at the 
Hotel Victoria yesterday. He is on His way to 
the South for the benefit of his health. “ The 
severity of the Canadian Winters,” he said, ‘is 
beginning to be too much for me. I am no 
longer young, as you know, and my lungs, which 
are none too strong, require a milder climate.” 
He could not say to what part of the South he 
should go. That question had not been degided 
yet. “Ishall visit Washington first,” he added, 
“and while there I expect to fix upon some 
place.” 

Prof. Smith declined to be interviewed in re- 
gard to Dominion politics. ‘Several important 
bye-elections,” he said, “are pending, and I do 
pot wish to say anything that might embarrass 
my friends.” 

He was willing enough, however, to talkupon 
a number of other subjects, one of them being 
the situation in the Province of Quebec. He re- 
garded it asthe most unique in the political 
history of Canada. Mr. Mercier, the Premier, 
who has just been dismissed from office by« 
Lieut. Gov. Angers, is, he said, a very able man. 
“Although nominally a Liberal,” said Mr. 
mith. “his great strength liesinthe support 
that he has received from the Roman Catholic 
priesthood and the French Canadians of the 
Province. He it was who secured for the 
Jesuits the restoration of their property. He 
has been honored by the Pope for his services in 
behalf of the Church of Rome and he is, ina 
word, the Pope’s man. As long as he receives 
the support of the clergy he will not probably 
be easily downed. But if they decline to sus- 
tain him in the controversy with Lieut. Gov. 
Angers, hie defeat in the forthcoming elections 
ls not unlikely.”’ 

“Do you regard his dismissal as constita- 


tional ¢” 

“J do not,” replied Mr. Smith. “It was 
préught about in this way: The Liberals suc- 
ceeded in unearthing extensive frauds on the 
partof the Tories in control of the Dominion 
Government. To retaliate, the Tories instigat- 
ed the appointment of a commission to investi- 


gate the management of the Government of 
Quebec, which was in the hands of the Liber- 
als. The commission had no difficulty in find- 
ing what they were set to find Two 
of the members made a report oharg- 
ing gross corruption against Mr. Mer- 
cier. The third member has not yet 
reported. But his findings were not necessary 
te the purpose of the Tories. Lieut. Gov. 
Angers, who is of course a Tory, being appointed 
by the Dominion Premier, dismissed Mr. 
Mercier. Disregarding the North American act, 
which guarantees annual sessions of Parliament 
to the Canadian Provinces, he refuses to permit 
the customary session of the Quebec Parlia- 
ment. Hehas not only done this, but he has 
oo the elections for the next Parliament 
ior three months.” 

“ What would huve been the proper course 
for the Lieutenant Governor ?” 

“Be should ‘have pursued the same course 
that Lord Dufferin, the Governor General of 
jhe Dominion, pursued in a precisely similar 
pase. Some years ago corruption was charged 
sgainst the Government of SirjJohn Macdonald 
im connection with the construction of the OCana- 
lian Pavcitic Railroad. A commission was ap- 
pointed and an investigation was had. The re- 
port of the commission sustaining the éharges 
was submitted to Parliament. Although a ma- 
jority of the members were Tories, sir John 
was defeated. Heretired from oftice and Lord 
Dufferin ordered new elections, Lieut. Gov. 
Angers should) have had the roport of the com- 
mission submitted to the Provincial Parliament 
of Quebec. If a majority of the membere had 
voted against Mr. Mercier, then he might have 
been dismissed and new elections ordered. By 
acting as he has, he has certainly transgressed 
the constitutional rights of the province.”’ 

“ What will be the effect of his course ?”’ 

“That [cannot say. I have no doubt that the 
approaching cuntest will be a bitter one and 
that desperate effcrts will be made on both 
sides to corrupt voters. In this kind of work 
the Tories will have the advantage. They con- 
trol all the offices. They can, moreover, promise 
all sorts of subsidies for the benefit of their 
friends.” 

** Are not the finances of Quebec in a bad con- 
dition ¢”’ 

“They are. The debt of the prevince is already 
$30,000,000. It is constantly increasing.” 

“ How is the province to extricate herself 
from her threatened bankruptcy !” 

“An appeal will probably be made tothe 
Dominion Government for assistance. The 
other provinces belonging to the confederation, 
which are comparatively free from debt, will 
object undoubtedly. it is not possibleto say, 
however, whether their objection would possess 
much weight with the Tories.”’ 

When Mr. Smith was asked if such a condition 
of affairs would tend to make the Canadians dis- 
satisfied witb their confederation and encourage 
the growth of a strong sentiment in favor of 
annexation with the United States, he said: 

“You know that I have already declined to 
speak on Dominion matters; but there is one 

gon this subject that I will say, however. 
Canada cannot be expected to seek admission 
into the United States. If the union of the two 
free communities is to be brought about, it must 
be from mutual inelination and by sympathetio 
effort on both sides. So many Americans say 
that it must be done on the Canadian side. It 
cannot be done in that way. The union of Can- 
ada and the United States must be brought 
about just as the union of England and sSoot- 
land wus. It must, as I have just said, be the 
result of mutual inclination.” 

“ What do you think of the situation in regard 
te the Bering Sea controversy !”’ 

“Tam no ter ye a said Mr. Smith, “ and 
Ihave not followed the matter very olosely. 
But I have no hesitation in saying that the 
slaim that Bering Sea is a closed sea vannet be 
sustainedin law. The United States never ob- 
tained from Russia such aconcession. Bering 
Sea is as = as any other part of the Pacifie 
Ocean. ithout touching the mare clausum 
question, Mr. Blaine should have taken the 
position that the seal contributes a valuable 
article of commerce. The animal is a 
migratory one, and ought to be protected 
during its passage through the sea. The 
nations on whose shores it breeds should be 
charged with patrolling the waters through 
which it passes and protecting it from the 
slaughter of poachers. Such a posftion can be 
easily understood; it would have commended it- 
self to the common sense of all persons. It 
would probably have resulted in a speedy agree- 
ment for the protection and preservation of this 
valuable animal.”’ 

“How do you regard Mr. Blaine’s policy of 
reciprocity ?’ 

* | oan only say that there ought to be insert- 
ed in many reciprocity agreements a provision 
for submitting all quostious of dispute between 
the parties to them to a commission of arbitra- 
tion. I think such a course would do much to 
secure the general recognition and observance 
among civilized nations of very important 
principle.” 

“ Have you followed the controversy between 
the United States and Chile closely enough to 
express an opinion as to the merits of the case! 
Do you think that itis one that should be set- 
tled by arbitration rather than by an appeal to 


arme!’’ 

“Teertainly do. Butthat is all I can say 
about it,for[ have not followed the matter 
very closely. I will, however, say one thing 
suggested by your questions. I believe that if 
those South American States continue in the 
future as they have in the past to cultivate the 
arte of war, the time will come when they will 
not berégarded with the contempt now be- 
stowed upou them by the so-called highly-civil- 
ized nations. It does not require a very high 
order of enlightenment to hold a rifle. A peo- 
plé that has received a long training in this 
sort of thing is likely to give a people engaged 
in industrial pursuite much trouble in any ap- 

altoarms. The Chileans, and even the Pat- 
agonians, might in time prove quite formidable 
to euch superior nations as Englishmen and 
Americans.” :

There 
was hardly standing room. The crowd had as- 
sembled long before court opened to see what 
disposition would be made of Henry G. Dowd, 
who was caught in the act of cutting the throat 
of William Miller and who is believed to be the 
man who killed John Carson. 

Dowd spent the night at the Oak Street Police 
Station. Hedidnotsleep much. After break- 
fast he was taken overtothe Tombs. He was 
handouffed to Policeman McCrory, while Capts. 
O’Connor and McLaughlin preceded them, and 
two policemen walked behind. 

After Dowd had been placed in front of the 
desk, Policeman William H. Masterson, who ar- 
rested him, was sworn, and he made a state- 
ment telling how he had arrested the throat- 
cutter. Masterson then showed the razor to the 
Judge. There was a big blotch of blood on it, 
and near the blood was a big nick, and there 
were several nicks in other places. 

Dowd was then calledand examined. He said 
he was thirty-eight years old and was born in 


te sme His father was Patrick Dowd,a 
civilengineer. Dowd said further that his eda- 
cation had been received at Public School No, 6 
in Brooklyn. 

Judge Duffy asked him if he had anything to 
say, atthe same time telling him that he had 
=e authority to either commit him or dismiss 

i 


1m. 

To this Dowd replied: P 

* Oh, Lknow you have,” and added, “ I was 
walking along peaceably, when this man came 
yh me and jostled me. He assaulted me, and 
I killed him to protect myself.” 

Judge Duffy then asked him what he had been 
doing with a razor in his pocket. His reply was 
that he had been shaving himself, and when he 
had finished he had slipped it into his pocket. 
The Judge questioned him further, saying: 

- * Did you ever cut anybody before this! Itis 
said that you are Jack the Slasher.” 

“That's not so. I would not hurt anybody, 
notevena fiy, unless I was driventoit. And 
this man drove me to it,” said Dowd. 

Dowd was committed to the Tombs Prison for 
an examination to-morrow morning. He will 
merely be remanded to-morrow till Thursday at 
2 — when the formal examination will be 
made. 

John James Dowd, the prisoner’s brother, 
Was committed to Bellevue Hospital that his 
sanity may be inquired into. e was in the 
courtroom while his brother's case was being 
attended to, and after his brother had been dis- 
posed of he was asked to tell something about 
his brother’s life. He would say nothing ex- 
cept that Henry was ‘an irreligious man and he 
had tried to get him to pray, but his brother 
would not. Finally Judge Daffy asked John 
James if he had not a religious mania His 
reply was: 

** Maybe I have, and I’m not sure if it would 
= be betterifmy brother had a mania like 
that.” 

The Grand Jury took action in the matter yes- 
terday Without waiting for the further action 
of Judge Duffy. It indicted Dowd for the as- 
sault on Miller and he will be arraigned pee 
for pleading. This will probably do away wit 
owe aac of any further action py Judge 

uffy. 

The police hunted through Dowd’s room for 
the listof persons that he said he had slashed 
and which he told Inspector Byrnes he had 
kept, but they could not find it. 

Yesterday afternoon, however, the Inspector 
received a letter from Daniel Flynn of 406 Sec- 
ond Avenue, in which Mr. Flynn said that he 
was sure from what he had read in the papers 
about Dowd that be was the man who had 
cut his son Johbnin the neck four years ago. 
Young Flynn told a Times reporter who saw 
him about the narrow escape he had had, which, 
as he said, happened in July or August, 1887. 
He was living at 407 East Sixteenth Street, 
and one evening he went out for a walk. In 
Sixteenth Street, when just opposite the gate of 
Stuyvesant Square, aman stepped”"up to him 
and made a lunge at him with aknife. The 
knife cut through a bigh collar, then through a 
stiff buckram cravat, and cut a scarf pin in two 
that was in his scarf. 

Fortunately, however, the blow was spent, 
and young Flynu was only slightly cut in the 
neck. ‘the fellow ranafter giving the blow 
with Flynn after him. After running in and 
out several) streets the slasher was caught in 
Sixteenth Street, opposite No. 416. He was 
taken to the Kast Twenty-second Street Station 
House, where he gave his nawe as Henry J. 
Dowd. Mr. Flynn says that the man was tried 
before Judge Gildersieeve in General Sessions, 
and was sentenced to two years and a half in 
the penitentiary. 

Mr. Flynn's description of the man who cut 
him is almost identical with that of the prisoner 
now in the Tombs. Capt. Clinchy of the East 
Twenty-second Street Station looked up the 
record last evening, and found that the assault 
on Flynn was committed on the evening of July 
8, 1887. The man arrested gave his name as 
Henry J. Dowd, not Henry G., which was the 
name given yesterday atthe Tombs. He said 
he was thirty-six years o)d, was an Englishman 
by birth and a peddler by occupation, and he 
lived at 88 Henry Street. The record further 
showed that Judge Kilbreth, who sat in the 
Yorkville Police Court, held him in $1,000 bail 
for trial. 

This was the case that Inspector Byrnes re- 
ferred to when he said Sunday that Dowd had 
been sent to the penitentiary for cutting a 
man near Ceutral Park. 

Mrs. Sara Brady, from whom Dowd rented his 
room, said he was arrested Aug. 29, 1891, for 
assaulting a man, and gotten days. He was 
also arrested for being drunk Thanksgiving Day. 

Edward A. White of Brooklyn, who paid $5 a 
month for Dowd’s room, said the reasou which 
Dowd gave for killing Dutchmen was that 
his mother had been assaulted by a German, 
was not founded on fact. 

Inspector Byrnes said that he had learned 
that the father and mother of Dowd had been 
divorced. that the mother had come to New- 
York and had boarded with aMrs. Logan in 
Sixteenth Street. He sent to the house and 
found that Mrs. Logan had moved. 

Samuel N. Hoyt, who, it was said paid the 
money for Dowd’s rent, denied the story posi- 
tively. He said he had had nothing to do with 
his wife’s relatives since her doath.

A TICKET LIKELY TO BE NOMINATED 
BY THE CONVENTION. 


NeEwW-ORLEANS, Jan. 18.—The Republican 
State Convention assembled at noon to-day in 
Odd Fellows’ Hall, the building made historic 
asthe seat of the Nicholls Government in the 
days of the dual administration of 1876, to 
nominate a full State ticket and to send dele- 
gates to cast the vote of Louisiana in the Re- 
publican National Convention to be held at 
Minneapolis in June. 

The convention is composed of 586 delegates, 
representing every parish in the State. They 
are all anti-Administration men, ex-Gov. H. O. 
Warmoth, Collector of the Port, and his adher- 
ents having virtually no representation in the 
body. While, therefore, itis free from the fac- 
tional division which exista in the Republican 
Party in this State, the convention is split upon 
the advisability of nominating a State ticket. 
An element numbering about 175 delegates is 
strongly opposed to the nomination, believing 
that the party can accomplish more by inde- 
pendent action in the coming campaign. But 
the leaders of this movement confess themselves 
sadly in the minority and say they cannot ape 
to prevent the presentation of a ticket. The 
convention has not yet —t the prelim- 
inaries of organization and can hardly discuss 
this question until to-morrow, when a stubborn 
contest is expected. 

The lottery question will also prove a dis- 
turbing element inthe proceedings, and while 
it is conceded that the platform will contain a 
strong anti-lottery plank, a determined effort 
will be made to secure an approval of the lot- 
tery amendment by Republican members of the 
last General Assembly who votedin that body 
for the submission of the amendment to the vot- 
ers of the State. The Hon. A. H. Leonard of 
Shreveport will be the choice of the convention 
for Governor.

POOR SHOW FOR ICE,

RAINS CAUSE THE ICY COVERING OF 
THE HUDSON TO BREAK UP. 


ALBANY, Jan. 18.—A heavy rain set in this 
afternoon, and the Hudson is rising again. 
Last week the river rose toa level of twelve 
feet above mean tide, breaking up the icy 
covering. This ice has formedin two gorges 
south of this city. 

The first pack extends from North Coeymans 
to New-Baitimore, a distance of four miles, and 
the channel is choked to the bottom most of the 
distance. 

The second gorge ia a mile in extent, reaching

Theice harvesters now entertain but little 
hope of obtaining any ge 4 of ice this sea- 
son. The amount of ice left over from last 
year’s crop does not exceed 70,000 tons and is 
held entirely by the Kniokerbooker Company. 
This is the smallest surplus carried over in 
twenty years. The ponds in this vicinity have 
but thin coatings of ice, and but little harvest- 
ing is going on. 

t Amsterdam J. D. Stewart is cutting ten- 
inch ice out of the reservoir, which is on high 
ground. The dealers here congratulate them- 
selves that the prospects of a crop on the Ken- 
nebec and Penobscot Rivers is no better than on 
the Hudson. 
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BOLD ATTEMPT AT ARSON. 

WHEELING, West Va., Jan. 18.—This afternoon 
the retail dry goods of Jacobs & Har- 
burger confessed judgment to Jacobs & Isen- 
berg, wholesale dry goods, for $4,758. This ac- 
tion followed an attempt to burn the Jacobs & 
Harburger store late last night. The store is in 
the three-story building. 1,064 Main Street, and 
over it is a boarding house where fifteen or 
twenty-five people sleep. Early in the evening 
some one unscrewed a chandelier from the ceil- 
ing, opened all the gas jets in the store, leaving 
one jet burning low, and then locked up the 
place. At1l1 P.M. gas was smelied up stairs, 
and the firemen and police were sent for. When 
the store was opened it was full of gas, which 
would have resulted in an explosion in avery 
short time and have imperiled many lives. The 
authorities are investigating.

YER. COMMISSION OF INQUIRY.ASES FO 
AN APPROPRIATION AND “ LISTENS 
TO ARGUMENTS — HOW BROOKLYN: 
TAXPAYERS WOULD PROFIT. 


Money is wanted by the Commission of Munic- 
ipal Consolidation Inquiry, created by the Laws 
of 1890 to consider and report on a pian to 
consolidate New-York, Brooklyn, Long Island 
City, and outlying districts. The commission 
wants $25,000, and a bill providing for that 
mount will be presented to the Legislature to- 
Gay. The bill was placed in the hands of 
Assemblyman Webster at a meeting of the com- 
tniesion yesterday, at which were present Presi- 
dent Andrew H. Green, State Engineer and 
Burveyor Martin H. Schenck, John H. Brinker- 
hoff, Frederic W. Devee, J. 8. T. Stranahan, and 
Calvert Vaux. 

The bill is entitled “An act toe provide a gen-: 


‘ 


eral plan as a basis for the incorporation, ; 
government, and administration of a city by 
the commission appointed by and under Chap- 
ter Sll of the Laws of 1990, and authorizing 
an appropriation therefor.” Section 1 author- 
izes the commission to report their recom- 
mendations regarding consolidation covering 
the following territory: The City of New-York, 
the County of Kings. the County of Richmond, 
the Town of Westchester, and that portion of 
the Towns of East Chester and Pelham which 
Jies southerly of a straight line drawn from the 
point where the northerly line of the City of 
New-York intersects the centre line of the 
Bronx River to the middle of the channel be- 
twoen Hunter's and Glen Islands, in Long Iel- 
and Sound, Long Island Olty, the Town of New- 
town, the Town of Flushing, the Town of 
Jamaica, and that part of the Town of Hemp- 
stead which is westerly of a straight line drawn 


from the southeastern point of the Town of 
Flushing through tne middle of the channel be- 
tween the Rockaway, Beach and Shelter Island 
to the waters of the Atlantic Ocean. 

Section 2 provides that the commission shall 
also report a bill for submitting the question of 
ponsolidation to a vote of the people of the sev- 
pral municipalities and parts of municipalities 
pamed in the preceding section. Section 3 
palis for the appropriation of $25,000, through 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment of 
the City of New-York, on vouchers approved by 
the Controller. It provides that the sum may 
be raised by taxation of real and personal prop- 
erty in New-York City, by the issue of New- 
York City bonds, or by the use of any unex- 
pended balence prior to the year 1892. 

After adopting thir bill the commission heard 
a number of arguments in favor of consolida- 
tion. W. W. Niles, T. M. Tyng, and M. EK. 
0’ Connor, a Brooklyn contractor, spoke on the 
subject. Edward OC. Graves, a Brooklyn lawyer, 
made the principal address. The only hope of 
ever carrying out the idea, he said, was in con- 

incing the taxpayers that it was for their in- 
ferest. The politicians of Brooklyn, he said, 
were open in Soctaring they would defeat any 
ronsolidation bill ever given to the Legislature. 
The commission must therefore reach over the 
beads of the politicians and place itself in tonch 
with that most sens!tive portion of the pubiio, 
the taxpayer's pocketbook. Once let the tax- 
payers know the facts and consolidation could 
not be stopped. 

“Consolidate the two cities and equalize the 
rates of taxation and also the rates of valuation,” 
paid Mr. Graves, “and it will not only reduce 
taxes in Brooklyn 335 per cent., but it will re- 
duce them fully 50 per cent. That will be done, 
too, without insreasing New-York’s taxes to any 
appreciable extent, as these figures will show: 
The total value of New-York property (taxable) 
for the year 1891, up to Sept. 1, was $1.785,- 
857,338, being an increase of $88,878,948 for 
new buildings and other increase of property 
since last year subjectto taxation up to Sept. 
1, making in round numbers forthe year 1891 
rertainly $1,800,000,000, presumptively at 60 
rents onthe dollar. Butthe testimony before 
the Senate investigating committee a year ago 
showed that the assessed value in New-York 
would not average over 50 per cent., and in- 
atances were given where it was as low as 
30 per cent. Assuming it, however, to be 50 

oer cent. valuation, the total actual value of 

Yew-York taxable proporty is then §$3,600,- 
000,000. As the total amount of all taxes col- 
lected in Brooklyn runs from $11,000,000 
to $12,000,000 annually, it will be seen that 
a reduction of 3314 per cent. of Brooklyn taxes 
effected by consolidation will only amount to 
one-ninth of a penny on the dollar of New. 
York taxable property, actual value. This will 
be in addition to the reduction obtained later on 
by equalizing the rates of valuation.” 

The commission will hold another meeting 
soon. Its present quarters in the Park Bank 
Building are rather cramped. It author- 
ized the President yesterday to secure larger 
ropms for hearings, so that the public might be 
better accommodated. 





BO UNDARIES. 


THE PROJECT TO EXTEND THE VILLAGE 
AND MAKE IT A CITY OPPOSED, 


The Westchester County Board of Supervisors 
last week was presented with a petition from 
the President and a majority of the Board of 
FYrustees of the Village of Mount Vernon, pray- 
ing for permission to extend the boundaries of 
the village preparatory to their incorporation 
into anew city. When asked if there was any 
opposition to the measure on the part of those 
who would be thus taken into the corporation 
they replied ‘‘No,” that tbe only thing re- 
sembling opposition was on the part of one 
gpan, who had a fifty-foot lot, and they did not 
think he would object very much. The board 
accordingly granted the petition. 

Yesterday a committee waited upon the 
board and represented that there was a decided 
opposition to the measure on the part of those 
now outside the present limits. The board was 
taken very much by surprise and admitted it 
had been, in the language of Supervisor Jacob 
Readof Yonkers, ** deceived and imposed upon.” 

A motion was then made and carried rescind- 
ingthe former action of the board, so that the 
petition is now before the board in its original 
position, and the matter has been adjourned 
until both sides can be heard.

ALBERT L. CULES MISSING. 


HE HAS NOT BEEN HEARD FROM BY 
HIS FAMILY SINCE LAST THURSDAY. 


Albert L. Coles, a retired manufacturer, has 
been missing from his home, 602 Tinton Ave- 
nue, since Thursday last, and his wife, Mrs. 
Ninetta E. Coles, yesterday requested search 
to be made for him by the police. Coles is fifty- 
four years old, and for twenty years was en- 


gaged in the manufacture of silverware in 
Liberty Place in this city. Several years ago, 
having amassed a competence, he retired from 
business, and has since been living quietly in the 
annexed district. 

He left home Thureday last, telling his wife 
that he were down town to transact some 
business. e failed to return. On the day he 
left home he drew $250 from the Union Dime 
Savings Bank at Thirty-third Street-and Broad- 
Way.

«MISS CARTER TELLS OF THE WORK SHE 
IS DOING IN MINNESOTA, 

> “Forty women listened with interestto Miss 


‘Sgtbyl Carter yesterday forenoon in the parlor 


\of the Broadway Tabernacle. Miss Carter 
talked of her workamong the Ojibway Indians 
dn Minnesota, whioh she has undertaken as 4 
Missionary of the Episcopal Churoh, in con- 
nection with the miesions and schools already 
established by Bishop Whipple. The occasion 
of her addrese yesterday was a meeting of the 
New-York City Indian Association, of which 
Mrs. Edward Eliott is President. 

Miss Carter’s work is teaching Indian women 
to support themselves by making such articles 
of needlework as will find ready sale in the 
East. She exhibited several specimens of lace 
which had been made by her wards and which 
was offered forsale at $2 per yard. One doily 
= 7 delicate pattern had been already sold 

‘or 

The idea of teaching the Indian women to 
make lace was suggested to Miss Oarter in Ja- 
pan by seeing the work of Japanese women in 
the lace factory at Tokio. She found that the 
work enco ed the women to be neater than 
they might otherwise be. 

Miss Carter told of a woman named Sparrow 
Hawk, to whom when she first went to work at 
lacemaking Miss Carter had given a large, 
clean apron. After a while she found her hair, 
hanging loosely over her shoulders, soiled the 
apron. So she brushed her hair carefully and 
tied it at the back of her head. Then she found 
that her dross solled the apron, so she had to 
wash the dress. But when she sat down at 
her work the floor of the hut soiled the dress. 
So she was obliged to wash the floor, and drew 
the conclusion, “Now have to wash hands, 
dress, hair, floor, all—like it.” Which contented 
conclusion Miss.Oarter considered a good sign. 

Miss Carter has two women helping her in the 
work at White Earth Station and one at d 
Lake, in the North. She needs money to buy 
a furnace for the industrial honse, which she is 
building, and will aleo be glad to get any = 
of tinned or dried meats and vegetables. t- 
ters will reach her at 22 Bible House.

TRYING TO SELL A GOLD MINE. 


—_—__~——_—_ 
STOCKHOLDERS OF THE SAN SEBASTIAN 
COMPANY GREATLY INTERESTED. 


A large number of stockholders in the San Se- 
bastian Gold Mining Company are interested 
watchers of the efforts of the Trustees to sell 
the property. Secretary C. I. Blauvelt said yos- 
terday that but for some misleading statements 
which had recently been published the feeling 
of perfect accord existing between the Trustees 
and the stockhoMers would not have been dis- 
turbed. As it was, these misstatements were 
now understood, and there was entire harmony 
within the company. 

It was an error, Mr. Blauvelt said, to state 
that the stock af the company had been wiped 
out. All there was to support this statement 
was the fact that ata meeting of stockholders 
held Dec. 8, at which 266,549 out of 320,000 


shares were represented, the action of the Trust- 
ees relative to the saie of the property to an 
English syndicate was fully ratified. While this 
sale still lacked the formality of consummation, 
he looked upon it as made. The price he could 
not state. The property was sold subject to the 
bonded indebtedness of $200,000. There were 
floating debts of not to exceed $50,000, which 
would be paid out of the price realized, and the 
balance would go to the stockholders. 

Most of the stockholders had got in “on the 
ground floor” at $1.50 per share, Mr. Blauvelt 
added, but there had been some sales of stook 
on the Exchange at from $4 to $6 per share—in 
which the company, however, was not interest- 
ed, and which prices were never justified. The 
purchasers at this price would hardly be likel 
to get their investments made entirely good. 
The property was valuable—very valuable—but 
the company had undertaken to work the ore 
from the mines by the wot-crushing process, 
which resulted in the waste of two-thirds of the 
product. The necessary dry-crushing machinery 
towork the mine properly would cost more 
than any of the American connections of the 
property were willing to invest, and so the 
property had been offered for sale in England.

THE COMMISSION TO INQUIRE INTO IT 
MEETS IN LONG ISLAND CITY. 


The commission, consisting of Dr. Landon 
Carter Gray of 6 East Forty-ninth Street, this 
city, and W. 8 Cogswell and John O'Donnell 
of Jamaica, L. L, who were appointed by Judge 
Bartlett of Brooklyn to inquire into the alleged 
insanity of Elliott Roosevelt, brother of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, met in the Surrogate’s room in 
the Queens County Court House at Long Island 
City yesterday afternoon. Lawyer F. L. Hall of

Theodore Roosevelt, was present, and Mr.

The commission was appointed on the petition 
of Theodore Roosevelt, surported by the affida- 
vita of Mrs. Elliott Roosevelt and Miss Anua 
Roosevelt. The petition alleges that Elliott 
Roosevelt has been so addicted to the use of 
intoxicants that he is unable to manage his own 
affairs, aud that he has become an inmate of the 
Asylum of Suresnes, near Paris.

The 
meeting was then adjourned to Feb. 17, at the

Dr. Gray has received a letter from Eliott 
Roosevelt, in whieh the latter makes strenuous 
objections to the whole proceedings. He denies 
that he is insane, and also that be is confined in 
an insane asylum, but in a retreat for the cure 
of inebriates.

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RAPIDLY FINISHING THE CAPI- 
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TAN PRAT IN FRANCE.

AN ESTIMATE OF THE FIGHTING POWER 
OF THIS FORMIDABLE CRAFT-—SHE 
IS ABOUT A MATCH FOR THE AR- 
MORED CRUISER MAINE. 


The latest nows from France concerning the 
fitting out of the Chilean armored war ship 
Capitan Prat is to the effect that the workshops 
will have the vessel ready for seain thirty days’ 
time. A number of small fittings remain to be 
placed in position, though the larger part of the 
work is what almost any wide-awake officer 
would undertake to carry out atsea. Itis even 
thought probable that the Chilean commander, 
now by the vessel, may take this view of the 


case, aud under the pretense of a steaming trial 


make off with the new ship for South America. 

Among naval officers here it is recognized that 
the Capitan Prat, when fully completed, will be 
one of the best fitted out war ships in the world. 
The very fact that her construction is in.the 
hands of Les Société des Forges et Chantiers de 
la Mediterranée is deemed sufficient evidence 
that the workmanship is of the very best. All 
the latest and most improved designs for work- 
ing batteries, assisting the fire of guns, and en- 
hancing the maneuvring powers of the vessel 
have been supplied. The main-battery guns are 
worked by electricity, and last Summer Lieut. 
Bradley A. Fiske, United States Navy, person- 
ally superintended the placing of range finders 
aboard the new ship. The Capitan Prat’s set of 
range finders, which are of Fiske’s design, are 
deemed the most pérfectly fitted and installed 
aboard any war ship. 

Despite, however, the excellent accessories of 
the Capitan Prat, itis pointed out here that the 
Chilean craft, if she gets to sea at all, will be 
manned by a mongrel crew, & crew made up of 
sailors from all parts of Europe. Chile has in 
her regular navy a large proportion of splendid 
sailors. The Ohilean sailors are, in fact, the 
best men of the republic. But just now all the 


regular force is manning the ships in home 
waters. So far as is known no draftof regular 
Chilean men-of-war'’s men has been sent to 
France. The vessel’s new commander has, how- 
ever, made his way to the Continent, as has 
already been stated in the Timzs. 

Naval officers say that, even granting that the 
Capitan Prat in time of war eludes the neutral- 
ity laws of France and succeeds in reaching the 
high seas, the presence of a mongrel and un- 
trained crew aboard will make matters difficult 
for her officers. It will be the case of ones 
fine tvols in the hands of men ignorant of their 
use. Lieut. Commander M. R. 8. Mackenzie, 
the present commanding officer of the United 
States gunboat Petrel, voiced the opinion of a 
large number of the officers of the United States 
Navy on this subject when he said recently that 
his ideal of a fighting ship was aor having 
the simplest features possible for working the 
guns, coupled with a highly-disciplined crew. 
In the nands of a well-trained force of men tho 
Capitan Prat would be a formidable vessel. It 
by no means follows that she would be 
formidable if compelled to fight inside of 
thirty ange after going in commission. It is 
believed in well-informed naval circles here 
that Chile will endeavor to place a force of 400 
of the best sailors aboard the Capitan Prat as 
soon as that ship reaches South American 
waters. For the reason that Chile, in the event 
of war with the United States, will need to 
keep her naval force well in hand at home, it is 
not thought that sbe will beable to spare any 
of her present fighting force away from her 
own coast. A transfer of alotof her picked 
men to the Capitan Prat can readily be olfected 
when the new ship reaches South America. As 
the Prat is designed fora nineteen-knot speed, 
it is thought that oureful handling and good 
judgment willenable her to keep clear of the 
American war ships. 

United States naval officers do not hesitate to 
say that Chile possesses some splendid tighting 
material among the officers and men of her 
navy, and it needs but a fair yg eens of her 
brightest officers to be aboard the Capitan Prat 
to cause all the latent powers of that vessel to 
be drawn out. From the belief that Chile will 
not venture the Oapitan Prat into a fight until 
the vessel is officered throughout with Chileans, 
naval officers do not apprehend the appearance 
of the war ship off American ports until after 
she has first effected a juncture somewhere with 
Chilean forces, 

Itis not generally known that the Capitan 
Prat and the United States armored cruiser 
Maine, now building at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, will, when both are in commission, prac- 
tically offset each other. The general dimen- 
sions of the Capitan Prat are: Length, 328 
feet; beam, 60 feet 8 inches; mean draught, 21 
feet 10 inches; displacement, 6,901 tons. 
The battery includes four 9.45-inch breech- 
loading rifles in barbettes or cupolas, and 
eight 4 72-inch breech-loading rifles placed 
in pairs in eight turrete on the fore- 
castle and poop. The estimated speed is 
17 knots per hour with natural draught, and 
19 knots per hour with forced draught, the esti- 
mated corresponding horse powers being 8,000 
and 12,000. The hull protection consists of a 
complete steel water-line belt, over 6 feet 5 
inches wide, with a maximum thickness of 11.8 
inches; a complete ey? deck, and a light 
central redoubt 134 feet 6 inches long, and 
covered with 3.94 inches of steel. The crew 
complement is placed at 343 men. The bunker 
capacity for coal is 400 tons. 

The new United States armored cruiser Maine 
has the following principal dimensions: Length, 
$10 feet; beam, 57 feet; mean draught, 21 feet 6 
inches; displacement, 6,648 tons. The battery 
includes four 10-inch breech-loading guns, 
placed in turrets, and six 6-inoh breech-loading 
rifles. The turrets of the 10-inch guns are 
placed en échelon, The six 6-inch guns are 
placed twoin the bow, two in broadside, and 
two in the stern. The 10-inch guns fire a 
projectile weighing 500 pounds, with 250 
pounds of powder. The effective range is about 
nine miles. The designed speed is seventeen 
knots per hour, in less than 9,000 horse power. 
It is expected, however, that the Maine will 
ya. herself a good all-round eighteen-knot 
verse. 

The hull protection consists of an armor belt, 
extending along the sides and covering the 
vitals, measuring 101, inches thick. The belt 
does not extend all around the hull. The tur- 
ret armor measures 11 inches thick. The co:m- 
“plement is placed at 300. The buaker capacity, 
normally, is 400 tons. This amount, however, 
can be increased toSZ2tons. The Maine will be 
ready for service, it is thought, one year hence. 
She will be ready for her steaming trials in nine 
months’ time. 





PERSONAL TAXES IN BROOKLYN. 


MAYOR BOODY IN CONSULTATION WITH 
DEPARTMENT HEADS. 


Mayor Boody held a conference in his office, in 
the Brooklyn City Hall, yesterday with all his 
heads of departments and made them a little 
speech, cautioning them against sending unwise 
bills to the Legislature, and notifying them that 
he expected all bills emanating in any depart- 
ment to be submitted to him and to pass 
through the Corporation Counsel’s office. He 
then turned his attention to the question of 
personal taxation, which has puzzled eo many 
of his predecessors, and pointed out that many 
people swore off their personal tax,so that 
those who paid up were suffering under an in- 
justice. 

“To my mind,” he added, “personal taxes 
should either be enforced or the law should be 
repealed. It is not proper that we should have 
such a law on the books and not enforce it.” 

Tax Collector Swan and Register of Arrears 
MoGuire agreed with the Mayor, and Mr. Mc- 
Guire said that he had no doubt that the remit- 
ting of personal taxes would encourage the in- 
vestment of capital in Brooklyn, 

After a long discussion the subject was re- 
ferred to a committee consisting of Mayor 
Boody, ee Treasurer Corwin, Tax Collector 
Swan, Park Commissioner Cross, and Corpora- 
tion Counsel Jenks. These ‘gentlemen are to 
endeavor to Outline a policy that will continue 
the tax on corporations, but remove it from in- 


dividuais. 





THEY WANT OYSTER BEDS TAXED. 

The farmers and oystermen of the town of 
Oyster Bay, L. 1, are at loggerheads over the 
presumed advantages the latter enjoy over 
the former in the matter of taxation. ‘The farm- 
ers’ lands are all taxed, while the lands under 
water off which the oystermen make their Lliv- 
ing are not subject to any such incumbrance.

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ALFRED HUIDEKOPEE. - 
~ Alfred Huidexopee, who died at Meadville, 
Penn., Jan. 13, was born in thattown May 21, 
1810, He was the eldest surviving son of Harm 


. Jan Huidekopee, a native of the Kingdom of the 





Netherlands, and Reb Colhom of Carlisle, 
Penn. Harm Jan Huidekopee came from Hol- 
land to America in 1796 at the suggestion of 
some of his relatives connected with the Hol- 
land Land Company. He entered the service of 
the company at Oldenbarneveldt. 

On the death of the Paul Bristi, the general 
agent of the company, he was offered the place, 
with headquarters at Philadelphia. He, how- 
ever, declined, preferring to accept the local 
agency in Pennsylvania, where he could have 
direct supervision of the lands under his con- 
trol. He therefore settled at Meadville in 1804. 
In 1836 he bought all the title of the Holland 
Land Company in Pennsylvania, and also the 
title to the lands of the “ Population” Company. 
These vast estates he supervised with great dis- 
cretion and ability until his death, in 1854, 
when these lands came to the estates of Alfred 
and Edgar Huidekopee. .- 

The management of this business in 1854 and 
for many years after required the proprietors to 
travel tothe county seats of Crawiford, Erie, 
Venango, Warren, Mercer, Clarion, and Butler 
at each term of court, to there receive payments 
on contracts and to make new sales and pur 
chases, the court week being acknowledged as 
@ grapd assemblage to transact all classes of 
business. The difficulties and hardships attend- 
ing these journeys were very great, often made 
on horseback Geena trails in the forest, with 
open holster at the saddle bow and pistols 
ready for action to protect the rider from re- 
vengeful squatters or from robbers who knew 
that the rider carried moneys collected on his 
person. Alfred Huidekopee endured all of 
these hardships, which, however, were light- 
ened somewhat by the social elements collected 
at the county seats at the end of these tiresome 
journeys. Here, before the open wood fire of 
the tavern were gatherea the most brillant 
men of Pennsylvania, men eminent as jurists, 
lawyers, and landed proprietors, who came to- 
gether on business pertaining to their various 
interests. 

Mr. Huidekopee received his early education 
under the ae of such eminent and able 
instructors as Timothy Alden, President of 
Allegheny College; A. P. Peabody, ex-President 
of Harvard University; the Rev. Ephriam Pea- 
body, and others. Iv 1832 he studied law with 
John B. Wallace of Philadelphia and was later 
admitted to the bars of Crawford, Erie, Warren, 
and Venango Counties, the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania, and the Unitea States District 
Court at Pittsburg. Upon the death of his 
father, he relinquished the practice of law to at- 
tend to his landed interests. 

Mr. Huidekopee was a man of refined intollect- 
ual taste and wrote easily and correctiy. He 
was devoted to his native town and closely con- 
nected with all its improvements and charities. 
In 1859 he builta Town Hall, which has since 
become 4 Public Library. Ho also gave largely 
to many local institutions. From 1$75 to 1891 
he war President of the Board of Trustees of 
the Meadville Theological School, with which 
institution and its interests he had always been 
most closely allied. He was the friend and 
counselor and helper of all, and his many deeds 
of kindness and benevolence will long be borne 
in grateful remembrance.

DANIEL AYRES. 

Dr. Daniel Ayres, who died in Brooklyn yes- 
terday inthe seventy-second year of his age, 
achieved wide prominence and reputation as a 
surgeon. Born in this city Oct. 6, 1822, he was 
graduated in arts at the College of New-Jersey, 
attended medical lectures at the Medical Col- 
lege, Castleton, Vt., and wasafterward graduated 
as Doctor of Medicine from the University of 
New-York in 1844. A year later, having in the 
meantime served as assistant physician to 
Bellevue Hospital, he established himself in the 
City of Brooklyn, where he continued in active 
practice for forty years. 

Wesleyan University conferred the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws upon him in 1856. In 
the same year,on the founding of the Long 
Island College Hospital, he was elected surgeon 
to that institution and Professor ot Clinical 
Surgery and Surgical Pathology, and held those 
oftices until 1874, when he was appointed Pro- 
fessor Emeritus and continued to lecture until 
1880. Hewas also surgeon of the Brooklyn 
Oity Hospital from 1846to 1855, and was ap- 
pointed consulting surgeon of St. Peter’s Hos- 
pital in that city in 1870. In the war of the 
rebellion Dr. Ayres served as corps surgeon. 

Dr. Ayres was & voluminous contributor to 
medical periodicals, one of the most important of 
his papers being upon the subject, “‘ Trepan- 
ning of Skull for Reflex Epilepsy,”’ and another 
relating to ‘“* Successful Reduction of the Cervi- 
cal Vertebra,” which latter attracted wide at- 
tention among the medical profession. He was 
married in 1848,0n the anniversary of his 
birthday, to Charlotte Augusta Russell, daugh- 
ter of Daniel Russell, of Portland, Conn. His 
widow and two sons eurvive him, Dr. Morgan 
Willcox Ayres of Montclair, N. J.,and Dr. H. 
Messenger Ayres of Brookiyn, foralong time 
Assistant Demonstrator of Anatomy at the 
Long Island College ee The funeral 
services are to be held at the family residence 
to-morrow evening, and will be conducted by 
the Rey. Dr. Charles H. Gall, of whose olurch, 
Holy Trinity, Mrs. Ayres is a member. The in- 
terment will be in Greenwood. 


ALFRED EMILIEN DE NIEUWERKERKE. 

The death is announced in Paris of the Comte 
Alfred Emilien de Nieuwerkerke, Superintend- 
ent of the Fine Arts during the entire period of 
the Second Empire in France. He was one of 
its noblest figures. 

He was born in Paris, April 16, 1811, of anan- 
cient family originally Dutch. His parents were 
wealthy. He traveled extensively, and made 
gifts of statuettes to hia friends. His modelin 


laster of William the Silent made him famous. 

e exhibited at the Salon of 1843 “ William the 
Silent,”’ made in bronze for the King of the 
Netherlands, and a bust in marble of the Mar- 

uis de Mortemart. He made the statue of 

scartes, in bronze, which is at The Hague, and 
its duplicate in marble which is at Tours; ** Isa- 
bella the Catholic Entering into Grenada”; a 
bust of Dr. Leroy d’Etiolles; the statue of Na- 
gas L which is at Lyons; a bust of Napoleon 
IL; one of Princess Murat; one of the Marquise 
de Cadore; one of Mme. Conneau; one of the 
Marquis dela Valette. He obtained a medal at 
the Universal Exhibition of 1855. 

The President of the republic made him Di- 
reotor of the National Museums in 1849. The 
Emperor appointed him Superintendent of the 
Fine Arts. He reorganized the 
Beaux Arts in 1863. After the fall of the Em- 
pire he went into retirement in Italy. He was 
@ grand oflicer of the Legion of Honor and a 
member of the Academy of Fine Arts. 


EDMUND WARREN. 

Edmund Warren, a popular clubman and a 
member of the New-York Stock Exchange, died 
suddenly yesterday at the residence of his 
father, George H. Warren, 520 Fifth Avenue. 
Two weeks ago Mr. Warren caught a cold, 
which developed into the grip. By. careful 
nursing he had so far recovered as to be able to 


walk about the house. Last Friday morning he 
had a relapse, and by evening an acute form of 
pneumonia had developed. Mr. Warren grew 
rapidly worse. 

r. Warren was only thirty-one years of age, 
and was a member of the Calumet, Union, 
Racquet, New-York Athletic, New-York Yacht, 
and the Larchmont Yacht Clubs. He was one 
of the Governors of the Calumet Club and the 
Troy Club of Troy, N. Y. As a member of the 
New-York Stock Exchange, which he joined in 
December, 1885, he was known as one of the 
most pote of the younger members. He had 
an ofiice with F. B. Freeman & Oo.,43 Ex- 
change Piace. 

Mr. Warren was born in Troy, N. Y., and was 
the son of George Henry and Mary Phenix War- 
ren. His funeral services will be held at St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Chureh at 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning by the Rev. Dr. J. Ireland Tucker, rector 
of the Church of the Holy Cross, of Troy, N. Y.

BENJAMIN SCOTT. 

Benjamin Scott, Fellow of the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society and Chamberlain of London, 
died at London yesterday. 

He was born in 1814, and, having entered the 
Chamberlain’s office, attained the Chief Clerk- 
shipin 1842. He resigned this office in 1853 
and founded the Bank of London, to which he 


was Secretary utitil the death of Sir John Key, 

in 1858, when he was unanimously elected to 

the office of Chamberlain. He took an active 
art in education, and in 1851 he founded the 
orkingmen’s Educational Union. 

Mr. Scott published a number of works 
among which may be mentioned “ A Statistical 
Vindication of the City of London,” * Contents 
and Teachings o’ the Catacombs of Rome,” and 
* Progress of Locomotion in Great Britain.” In 
1884 he compiled for the corporation ‘‘ Lon- 
don’s Roll of Fame,” containing addresses and 
votes to distinguished persons and their replies 
between 1756 and 1884. In 1890 he publis ed, 
under the title of “ A State Iniquity,” a history 
of the struggle for the repeal of the Contagious 
Diseases act.

FRESH DETAILS ABOUT MR. BEERS’S 
LIEUTENANT. 


MOORE’S EXPERIENCE AS AN EXACTOR } 


OF BONUSES IN VARIOUS PARTS OF 
THE STATE—ASSEMBLY COMMITTER’S 
INVESTIGATIONS—MIX’S SHORTAGE. 


The policy holders of the New-York Life In- 
surance Company in Syracuse will be doing 
themselves and their beneficiaries a grave in- 
justice if they permit their movement in the 
Way of protecting their interests to be thwarted 
by the disgraceful proceedings which took place 
there Thursday night, when sevoral of Mr. 
Beers’s lieutenants, who had been sent from 
this city for that purpose, appeared and capt- 
ured their meeting. 

As was shown in yesterday’s Trmes, the men 
Moore, who was detailed by Mr. Beers to take 
the leadership of this movement to offset the 
proposed inquiry by the policy holders,is the man 
who, under the high-sounding name of Walter 
Burritt Moore, A. M., took charge of the publica- 
tion of Mr. Beers’s famous book, ‘‘ The Public 
Service of the State of New-York,” a book that 
cost the policy holders of the company $108,000, 
and proved as dismal a failure as could be imag- 
ined. It now appears that in addition to being 
the manager of this publication, Moore was at 
the head of the heliotype company that did a 
part of the work of publication; so it will be 
eeen that he was interested in the enterprise in 
a double sense. 

But the most notorious of all Mr. Moore’s 
transactions was that concerning his procuring 


@ bonus of $4,000 from Charles P. Sanders of 
Schenectady. Mr. Sanders procured a loan of 
$40,000 from the New- York Life Insurance Com- 
pany which was taken in two mortgages—one 
of $8,000 and one of $32,000. W. B. Moore was 
the company’s agent in this transaction. At the 
time of 6 yo the loan Mr. Moore repre- 
sented to Mr. Sanders that it was necessary to 
take out a certain amount of insurance in the 
company to secure the loan, and that afterward 
= insurance could be dropped or allowed to 
apse. 

At the same time he represented to Mr. 
Sanders that it would be necessary to give him 
(Moore) a mortgage of $4,000, and he also re- 
quested Sanders to make an affidavit that his 
(Moore’s) mortgage was given for a valuable 
consideration, which Mr. Sanders supposed to 
be correct, as he expected policies from the 
company, and as Moore represented to him that 
it was in accordance with the company’s rules. 
No P gongs ever came, and nothing more was 
said by Mr. Moore concerning them. He was 
careful, however, to retain the mortgage that 
had been given to him, and he atterward as- 
signed it to Mr. McConnell, his partner, who in 
turn assigned it to Mrs. Moore. 

Sanders always paid the interest on the mort- 
gage regularly until about three years ago, 
when Moore stated that he was going away 
and that his wife needed the money. Then Mr. 
Sanders paid Mrs. Moore a little over $3,000 
for the mortgage, and took an assignment to 
his wife, who in turn assigned it to Miss Strong 
of Schenectady to secure $1,100, which was 
borrowed to. pay Mrs. Moore, the other:$1,900 
having been paid from the income of the farm 
that year. The mortgage to this day stands in 
Miss Strong’s name for $1.100 and in Mr. 
Sanders’s ‘widow’s name for the remaining 
$2,900. This much by way of introduction of 
Mr. Moore. 

Unusual attention has been paid to this in- 
cident because it pa ere that Moore carried 
out this same sort of business all over the State. 
Abundant proof of this statement is seen in the 
fact that in numerous instances where the New- 
York Life Insurance Company sued to foreclose 
ite mortgages the defense of usury would be set 
up by the other side, whose application of the 
term applied in most cases to Mr. Moore’s prac- 
tice of exacting bonuses. Several of these cases 
were at Rochester. Another case was at Aurora, 
in Erie County, near Buffalo, where the New- 
York Life made a loan of $5,000 on farm prop- 
erty to one Austin. 

The mortgage was foreclosed and the com- 
pany bought in the property. At the same time 
the company sold the property to Moore, who 
had made the loan, and the mortgage of $5,000 
on the property was continued. 

yhen the Assembly committee made its in- 
vestigation of the condition of the life insurance 
companies of this State in 1877, Mr. Beers was 
put on the stand and several efforts were made 
to obtain from him the facts regarding Moore’s 
usurious transactions, but Mr. Beers was too 
shrewd forthem. Hesaid he never heard of 
such a thing, and in a burst of self-exaltation ho 
produced 4 blank form of affidavit which he 
said the company required to be filled and 
—— by the persons making the loans. The 
aftidavit which he read to the Assembly com- 
mittee is as follows: 

“IT am the applicant for the loan referred to. The 
application accompanying this affidavit is tho first 
communication I have made to said company for 
said loan. I have not proposed, made, or entered 
into any arrangement or agreement, actual or pros- 
pective, with said company, or any agent of said 
company, or any person claiming to actfor said 
company, for the payment, directly or indirectly, of 
any bonus or any greater or other rate of interest 
than 7 per cent. annum, payable semi-annually for 
said loan.

Mr. Beers introduced several affidavits of this 
sort in the course of his testimony in order to 
show, as he stated, that there could be no possi- 
bility be any arrangement Inade between the 
making of the application and the paying of the 
money by some person to got a commission. 
The following dialogue then ensued between 
Mr. Beers anid Mr. Moak: 

Q. (By Mr. Moak.)—Is not the object of that 
—is it not made for the purpose of estopping 
the person who gets the loan setting up the de- 
fense of usury? 

A.—No, 81 

Q—Well, 
topped ? 

A.—It was never made for that purpose. 

Atthis Assemblyman Moody broke in with 
the remark: ‘ Well, you will have to get a bet- 
ter jury than lawyers not to see through that. 
It is apparent on its face what it was for.” 

Those whose acquaintance with the New-York 
Life has been intimate are quick to understand 
why President Beers should have gone to these 
extremes in defending his friend Moore. Moore 
and Beers were partners in business together, 
and for all thatis known to the contrary they 
are partners to this day. They hada joint real 
estate speculation on Long Island near Sayville. 
The New-York Life Insurance Company made 
them a loan on the property, and the loan was 
in full force and effect up to the time of the 
present investigation by Superintendent Pierce, 
when it was hastily paid off. 

The policy holders of the New-York Life in 
Syracuse may consider these facts official. The 
records are where they can be had. The men 
who were cowed or otherwise intimidated by 
Mr. Moore at the meeting Thursday night will 
do well to acquaint themselves with these inci- 
dents regarding his career before they surrender 
any more meetings to him. . 

It was statedinthe dispatch in yesterday’s 
TimEs from Syracuse thatone of the men that 
accompanied Mr. Moore inthis capture of the 
Syracuse meeting, uuder President Beers’s 
orders, was James C. Mix, one‘of the company’s 
agents, who has an office in this city. This Mr. 
Mix is known among hia friends as Major Mix. 
He was once the New-York Life’s agent in Syra- 
cuse, and he held the position until he got be- 
hindin his accounts to the extent of $10,000. 
He then left the New-York Life and 
oined another company,. whereupon Beers 

rought suit against Mix and his bonds- 
men to recover the arrearages. Then 
Mix, knowing the President’s weak points, 
notified him through nis attorney that ifthe 
suit was pressed he (Mix) and his bondsmen 
would expose irregularities in the company, the 
precise nature of the irregularities having to do 
with the fraudulent issue of certain tontine 
policies. Itis afact that as soon as this threat 
was communicated to Beers the suit was 
stopped, and in a short time Mix was provided 
with a position in the New-York Life in this city, 
and considerable sums of the company’s money 
were advanced him. These are the sert of men 
whom Beers employs to do his dirty work. The 
victimized policy holders in Syracuse should in- 
vestigate for themselves, and not take the word 
of Beers’s hired men.

AN IMPORTANT BILL. 


eel 
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CHANGING 
THE DATE OF THE TAX COLLECTION. 


One of the most important bills that wilt be. 
sent to Albany this year has just been com~ 
pleted under the supervision of Controller 
Myers. It proposes to make May 1 instead of 
Oct. 1 the aate for the beginning of the collection 
of taxes. This is a sweeping change, and is in 
line with the recommendation in the Mayor’s 
message to the effect that the date should be 


changed so that the city should not have to do 
its business for the greater part of the year on 
borrowed money, as is now the case. 

The fact that the money needed to pay the 
city’s running expenses from Jan. 1 to 31 
does not begin to flow into the City Treasury 
until October makes the issue of large numbers 
of revenue bonds necessary, and just so much 
additional expense to the city as these bonds 
bear interest. The bill provides for the amend- 
ment of all laws bearing on those city depart 
ments that have to do with the levy and collec- 
tion of taxes. It is a ponderous and 
complicated work, and the logislative discus- 
s10ns upon it will be of wide mterest. especially 
to the taxpayers. 

The idea of fixing the beginning of May as the 
ay up is not a tem- 
porary expedient or an tial step in the be- 
ginning of anew system, but a xoemanent ar- 
rangement. The Controller says that with Ma 
a8 the first month for the tax payments it w 
not be necessary for the city to issue any 
revenue bonds to outsiders, and that thereby an 
annual saving of someth like $150,000 to 
the city will be effected. 6 also says that 
the bill seeks to abolish the present re- 
bate system, and that will save some- 
thing like $50,000 a year more. Mr. Myers 
belleves that system works an injustice to the 
poorer taxpayers, because what the rich save is 
charged, in pool. against those not able to 
pay up quickly. is rebate to the rich is just 
s0 much money paid out by the city, and the 
money must be paid back by some one. Under 
the proposed bill penalties will probably be im- 
posed after the first month 

The Controller believes that if the bill be- 
comes a lawit can become operative at once 
and go into effect s0 as to make the taxes for 
1892 payable on May 1 next. ‘This will-necesai- 
tate considerable hard workon the part of those 
city departments that have to do with tuxation 
matters, but the Controller believes that the 
change should be made as soon as possible, and 
that it will be entirely possible to make it this 
year. Hedoes not think that advancing the 
time from October to May would operate as a 
very severe hardship to any of the taxpayers, 
and that the benefits that would accrue to the 
city would be enormous. 

The business of running the city’s business on 
money raised on revenue bonds has always 
been the subject of attack or criticism. It is 
practicadly running the business of the metrop- 
olis on an fmaginary capital. Should the bill 
become a law all the money that may be needed 
to run the Government between Jan. 1 and 
May 1 can be raised by issuing revenue bonds 
to the Sinking Fund, and by this means the city 
will be in receipt of all the interest it pays on 
these revenue bonds. 

The bill will go to Albany as soon as the 
Mayor has a chance to examine it. 





A HUSBAND'S CRUELTY, 


MRS. VANDENBERG ALLOWED TEN DOL- 
LARS A WEEK ALIMONY. 


Chancellor MoGIll yesterday ordered Walter 
Vandenberg of Lyndhurst, N. J., to pay his wife 
$10 a week alimony pending the determination 
of her application for divorce. The ground of 
her application is excessive cruelty. The Van- 
denbergs wore married in 1875, and have four 
children. Mrs. Vandonberg in her bill alleges 
that her husband, who considered himself the 
intellectual superior of his wife, taunted her 
over her faults in education, and treated her as 
though she were an unruly child. It was not an 
unusual thing for him to imprison her in the 


gears. and he even sent, her there the day of 
or sister’s wedding, and kept her there till the 
neighbors shamed him into releasing her. He 
often beat her, and once at least dragged her 
around by her hair. 

On another occasion, when she did not move 
fast enough in obedience to one of his orders, 
he ordered her to stand in the corner of the 
room with her face to the wali, and kept her 
there by menacing her with his fists till she was 
ready to faint. Unable finally to bear his bru- 
tality longer, she fled to a neighbor’s house and 
commenced the present proceedings. 

Her husband has sinco offered to allow her to 
run the house, reserving but a single room for 
himself, if she would withdraw the suit, but she 
ig afraid to stay under the same roof with him, 
and refused to consent.

NOTED BURGLARS 


RECENTLY IN SING 
‘LIKELY TO GO BAC. 


THEY WERE SHADOWED BY DETECT- 
IVES WITHOUT THEIR KNOWLEDGE 
AND DISCOVERED TO BE AT THEIR 
OLD TRADE—COMMITTED TO ANSWER. ; 


Three notorious burglars, Herman Paimer,” 
alias George Smith, otherwise known as Dutch 
Heinrich No. 2, his brother, Augustus Palmer, 
who calls himself Charles Smith, and Frank 
Ciark, alias Belmont, were arrested Friday last 
pecused of having burglariously entered and 
fobbed two butchers’ shops in Amsterdam 
Avenue. Eachofthis precious trio has done 
javoluntary service to the State in Sing Sing 
Prison. They have only recently gained their 
jiberty, and when it was reported to Chief In- 
spector Byrnes that they and another equally- 
notorious criminal named “Tommy” Nichois 
bad been seen together the Inspector de- 
termined to set a close watch upon them. For 
this purpose a number of detectives were spe- 
cially detailed, and since Dec. 8 their move- 
ments have been closely followed and reports’ 
madc to the Inapector. 

It was discovered that the men mado their 
headquarters in a liquor store at Ninety-second 
Street and Third Avenue, whence they sallied 
forth late at night to examine and select places 
for robbery. They were followed through por-: 
tions of the annexed district, and also in Brovk- 
lyn. Apawnshopin Division Street,in which 
was a safe containing probably $10,000 worth 


of jewelry, was at one time selected for 
burglary. It was to have been entered from the 
rear, and “Tommy” Nichols was intrusted 
‘with the tools with which the entrance to tho 
place was to have been effected. Nicholas, 
alarmed at carrying the tools at nighttime, 
which isa orime in itself, hid them behind an 
apple stand nearthe pawnshop. A policeman 
6n patrol found them in their hiding place and 
took them to the police station. This frustrated 
the plan for robbing the pawnshop, and the re- 
sult waa that “Tommy” Nichols was kicked out 
of the combination and the two Palmers and 
Clark worked without him, 

Barly on the morning of the 14th inst. the two 
Palmers and Clark were followed from their 
rendezvous at Third Avenue and Ninety-second 
Btreet to Amsterdam Avenue and were closely 
watched while they furtively made an exam- 
ination of the premises at 102, 150, and 202 on 
thatavenue. These are small butchers’ shops 
and in each was & small common safe. 

The next morning at 2 o’clock the three burg- 
lars started out again. [It was raining bard and 
the detectives followed them over to Amster- 
dam Avenue, At 150, on the ground ftioor of 
which Henry Schafer keeps a butcher’s shop, the 
two Palmers disappeared in the hallway, while 
Ciark remained on the watch outside. In half 
nn hour the Palmers came out again and, with 
Clark, walked to 102, where Jacob Freund's 
butcher’s shop is situated. The Palmers disap- 
peared again into thé hallway of this house aud 
Clark watched outside. In iess than half an 
pour the Palmers rejoined Clark aud all etarted 
pif together. 

The detectives did not molest them, as it was 
hazardous to arrest them without knowing 
what had happened. Inquiry the next day, 
however, showed that both the butchers’ shops 
had been entered from the rearand the saios 
torn open and robbed. 

From Schafer’s safe they got $42, and out of 
Freund’s safe $200. With the money taken from 
Schafer’s safe were two half-doliars and a quar- 
ter-dollar of the new coinage of 1892. On Sat- 
urday evening the detectives went to the Jiquor 
store at Ninety-second Street and Third Avenue. 
Herman Palmer and Clark met there and were 
followed to the lager-beer saloon at1ll2 East 
One Hundred and Tenth Street, where Augustus 
Palmer was found installed behind the bar. It 
subsequently transpired that the thieves had 
negotiated for the purchase of the saloon, and 
the negotiations were so far concluded that 
Palmer had assumed the réle of bartender. The 
two were at once arrested. in the possession of 
pach of the Palmers was found a new half-dol- 
jar of 1892, and a uew quarter was found in 
Clark’s possession. 

The prisoners have been committed to answer 
to charges of burglary. 

Herman Palmer has been twice in Sing Sing 
for burglary. He was convicted in 1880 for 
breaking into Meyer’s pawnshop, at 528 Second 
Avenue, and-carrying off valuable jewelry. He 
has been out of prison six months. 

Augustus Palmer has alse served two terms 
in prison, one for burglary and another for at- 
tempting to murder a witness who had testified 
wgainst his brother Herman. He was concerned 
with his brotherin the Second Avenue robbery. 

Clark has servedin prison for burglary and 
shoplifting. 


CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE ACT..

A COMMITTEE OF SENATORS TRYING TO 
FIND WHAT CHANGES IT NEEDS. 


The sub-committee of the Senate Committee 
on Finance began a series of meetings in this 
city yesterday in continuance of the work of 
tariff investigation which was begun last 
Summer.” The Customs Administrative act was 
considered in some of its phases, and the com- 
mittee promised to go over all portions of this 
‘law in an effort to ascertain whether it is what 
its friends predicted when it was passed, and 
with a view to making changes if necessary. 
The meetings attract a good deal of interest on 
the part of importers, because they hope that 
through them some grievances Sgainst the law 
may bb prought before the public. 

Senators Aldrich, Allison, Carlisle, Hiscock, 
and Harris were present, and after some dis- 
cussion as to the methgds to be followed, at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, they went to the Apprais- 
ers’ office, in Canal Street. 

The committee hada session of about four 
hours with the General Appraisers, a large por- 
tion of which was devoted to cross-questioning 
them as to the amendments they had proposed 
in their annual report. The board emphasized 
its position in favor of repealing that portion of 
Mection 8 of the act which requires a statement 
of the cost of production of consigned merchan- 
dise. Theirargument was that it was of lit- 
tie use and tended to obstruct business, 

The Appraisers also told the committee that 
they favored the modification of Section 19, 
which imposes additional duties on unusual 
soverings of imported merchandise, so that 
puch coverings shall pay asingle duty at the 
rate they would pay if imported separately. 
The Appraisers emphatically told the committee 
that while there were some changes that should 
be made in the law, some portion of the dissatis- 
faction which has been expertenced was duo to 
the fact that the system was new, and there had 
been irregularities in the working of the ma- 
pbhinery. 

In addition to these statements the Apprais- 
brs gave the committee the information con- 
tained in their annual report, and with them 
fliiscussed the various recommendations and 
suggestions made-then. 

The committee said it would confer not only 
with the General Appraisers as to the law as a 
whole, but with the Appraiser of the Port as to 
the particular, and possibly unique, features of 
ite workings in this city. Appraiser Cooper was 
befere them for atime, and will have further 
conference with them during the week. In ad- 
jition w this, the experts at the Custom House 
au be examined, aud also the naval experts. 
Collector Hendricks will also be asked for any 
informution he may have. 

In view of the numerous complaints made by 
merchants in this olly against the actgthe com- 
mittee believes that it may be a valuable thing 
to bear somo of the experiences of the im- 

orters, and for this reason invitations have 

en sent to numerous business organizations 
asking them to send representatives before the 
comtittee. 

“The committes,” said Senator Aldrich to a 
TIMES reporter, ‘is anxious to hear complaints 
as to the law itself if any importers here have 
them, but these complaints are to be simply 
against the law iteelf, and will have nu bearing 
on the local officials here. It should be clearly 
understood that the committee is not dealing 
with the oonduct of the officials. If any 
one thinks the law is working an injury 
to his business, now is his time tosayseo. In 
sending out invitations to the business men, an 
etiort has beon made to secure representatives 
in the lines of importation most afiected. We 
caunot extend a general drag-net invitation: to 
all men to come belore us, owing to our timited 
time here, but we shall take time to secure in- 
formation enough on which we may form a 
judgment os to the merits of the law. We want 
to cxamine as te all parts of the law, and for 
that reason shall receive testimony from ali 
officials who act under its provisions.” 

The committee will be at tho Custom House 
to-day, and when it has compieted ite work 
there it expects to hold sessions for three or four 
jays at the Sub-Treasurys. Mr. Aldrich said that

FOR SHOOTING MES CHAPMAN.

‘TRIAL OF HERBERT SRARVANT FOR 

ASSAULT IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 
Herbert Searvant, the trained nurse who shot 
"Mrs. Hawley Chapman on Nov: 23, was placed 
on trial in the Sessions Court, Brooklyn, yeater- 
day on an indictment for assault in the first 
degree, Nearly the entire day was occupied in 
Obtaining a jury. District Attorney Ridgway 
offered to accept the first twelve men called, 
Dut Searvant’s counsel, J. G. NoMahon, inbisted 
upon putting each one through a long examina- 
tion. While doing this with one talesman, Mr. 
McMahon got himself into trouble, for he said 
that the former had étated that he had a preju- 
dice against the prisoner, 

Three times Judge Moore denied this, but Mr. 
McMahon insieted, and when told to goon he

Mra. Chapman was the tirst witness examinst. 
Bhe appeared to be in the bestof health, al- 
though slightly pale and rather inclined to be 
nervous. She was dressedin a gray silk oos- 
tume, waiee was covered with a long cloak 
almost white and gg, Antony She was seated 
beside her husband, Hawley apman, and di- 
reotly behind Searyant, when bho was called to 
the atand. In answer to District Attorney Ridg- 
Way's questions, she said she was twenty-three 
years old and had been married four years, She 
then told about her husband's mental condition 
and about the employment of Searvant last Au- 
gust to act aso trained nurse. “ He was never 
attached to my family,” she said; “he was 
merely a servant.” 

On the morning of Nov. 23 she had opened her 
bedroom door to let her dog out and had ro- 
turned to lic down, leaving the door open. She 
fell asleep, and was awakened by Searvant, who 
had entered and placed his arm under her head. 
She ordered him to leave, and, when he refused, 
called him a coward. He placed his hand on his 
oP pocket and oried: “Iam «coward, am I? 
I'll show you.” He then hurried from the 
room, and Mre. Chapman fell back on her bed 
from nervous exhaustion. A minute later Sear- 
vant returned with a revolver in his band, and 
sat down on the side of the bed. ** He pointed the 
weapon at my head,” said Mrs. Chapman, “but 
I put my handup and the bullet lodged in it. 
Then he fired again and the ball entered my left 
breast. I lost consciousness for a minute, but 
recovered and went down atairs and rang the 
messenger alarm. Then I lay down on a sofa, 
and that is all I remember until I found myseif 
in the Seney Hospital.” 

This ended her direct examination, but she 
‘was put through a cross-questioning that 
brought indignant remonstrances from her aud 
from District Attorney Ridgway. Mr. McMahon 
forced her to eo all over her story several times 
in the hope o tting a contradiction from her, 
but she told itina ape | way that indicated con- 
siderable familiarity with the subject. Finall 
she grew tired and said: “ Are you 60 stup 
thst you can’t understand me?” 

Some very pointed questions and some very 
indelicate ones were put to the witness, both in 
regard to herself and her husband and to their 
relations to each other and to Searvant, aud 
she grew very nervous under them and de- 
nounced them as infamous and outrageous. 

District Attorney Ridgway objected to them 
as irrelevant, and argued that even if the 
insinuations contained in them were true they 
did not justify the shooting. But Judge Moore 
allowed them all, and to each Mrs. Chapman 
auswered in the negative. Bhe denied very 
emphatically that she had ever asked Searvant 
into her room or thatshe had allowed him to 
shave her or act as nurse to her. On the con- 
trary she had discharged him for impudence. 

“Then how did he happen to be in your houso 
on Nov. 231” asked Mr. McMahon. 

“Because he had produced a bottle contain- 
ing poison and threatened to commit suicide,” 
wasthereply. “I reinstated him rather thao 
sce him take his life.” 

* How is it, Mra. Chapman, that you remained 
in your room on that morning after being so 
bedly frightened by Searvaut while he went for 
his revolver?” 

“I can give you onlyea woman’s reason,” was 
the reply; “because I did.” 

This ended the examination, and Mrs. Chap- 
man ae down from the stand very much 
exhausted, and took a seat beside her husband, 
who had remainod very quiet and appeared to 
understand what had been going on. 

Police Captain Early testified that two hours 
after the shooting Searvant told him that he 
had shot Mrs. Chapman because she had dis- 
charged him and had not treated him right. 
Wher asked why he had entered her room Sear- 
vant said be wanted her to get him his break- 


ast. 

Several policemen, an ambulance surgeon, and 
F. A. Rogers, a neighbor, told abont the finding 
of Mrs. Chapman after the shooting, and about 
othor important details. This closed the case 
= prosecation. The defense will finish up 

o-day.
